. A message from the Governor, by Mr. Ramsey, Secretary of 
State : 


Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 


It is with great satisfaction, that, in the exercise of the privilege 
allowed me, as the Chief Magistrate of the State, of addressing you 
on this occasion, and so near the close of my official term, I -am able 
to congratulate you upon the auspicious circumstances under which 
you are assembled. The period is one of general and unparalleled 
prosperity especially in all the material elements of improvementin 
condition of the country. The earth has given forth its fruits in the 
unwonted abundanee; and if some of the great agricultural staples 
are likely to be diminished by the autumnal rains, all the more im- 
portant and indispensable products of the soil are plentifully distri- 
buted. Industry is stimulated by newenterprises. The artizan and 
the laborer find ready employment with increased and renumerating 
wages, and every where within our borders the comforts of life are 
being more equally and generally diffused. The facilities of inter- 
communication have been greatly increased. Our civil and reli- 
gious institutions and privileges are extended to all classes of our 
people, and contribute greatly to their happiness and welfare. Gen- 
eral good health has pervaded our land, and it becomes us to ac 
knowledge, with grateful hearts, our obligations to an all-wise and 
beneficent Creator for the blessings he has bountifully conferred upon 
us. Butin congratulating you upon the general prosperity and 
happiness, I am pained to be compelled to state that there has been 
some drawback. Though we have abundant cause to be grateful 
for the blessings of general health, yet within some localities of lim- 
ited extent in our own State, sore disease has brought mourning in- 
to the dwellings of many worthy families—while our sympathies 
have been deeply moved by the destroying pestilence with which an 
all-wise Providence has thought proper to afflict our brethren and 
countrymen of the great Commercial Metropolis of the South, and 
of many other cities and towns upon the Gulf and lower Mississippi 
It is most gratifying, however, to witness the generous sympathy 
that has been manifested for the sufferers, in the material aid that 
has been raised and sent forward from various portions of the Con 
federacy. 

It is not my purpose, nor do I deem this a proper occasion, to point 
out all the causes which have contributed to the present unparallel 
ed prosperity of the country; but I may be allowed to state that, b 
far the most important and influential of these eauses is to be foun 
in the inventions and discoveries hy which the power of steam h 
been successfully applied in the rapid transmission and interchang 
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of all the varied products of industry, both bysea and land. While 
the locomotive, the river, and the lake have multiplied the facilities 
and profits of internal trade and intercourse to an incalculable ex- 
tent, the same power has successfully contended with the winds and 
tides of the great ocean, and in a proportionate degree extended the 
advantages of our foreign commerce. The discovery,of the gold 
mines of California, and the sound basis afforded by their abund- 
ant yield to our monetary system, may be justly regarded as.having 
had a powerful agency in bringing about the present extradrdinary 
activity and success in our commercial and industrial enterprises. 
The increased tide of foreign emigration, supplying thousands of 
skillful artizans to be employed in the various branches of manu- 
facturing industry, and of laborers to carry on the public works, has 
doubtless had an important and quickening influence in the same di 

rection. These causes, aided by the invigorating spirit of a‘free 
system of government, fostered and promoted by the prevalence of 
universal peace, combined with other causes of less importance 
which might be enumerated, have created a new era, and enabled 
the country in the last few years to take a spring forward which has 
astonished the nations of the old world. i 

What is to be the duration of this rapid movement in the road to 
a still higher prosperity, I will not undertake to conjecture or calcu- 
late. Some limitation there must be—some proportion to existing 
Means and resources must, in the nature of things, be observed in 
the steps or degrees by which any country can safely advance to 
wealth and power ; but unless we shall become intoxicated by past 
success, and rush recklessly into new, ill-considered and impractica- 
ble enterprises—unless the national councils shall depart from the 
long-established policy of the country, in securing the blessings of 
peace without compromising the ndtional honor—wnless a sound 
discretion shall cease to control the spirit of enterprise and the 
cord by which the credit system, invented to anticipate future and 
contiugent resources, is suspended, shall be overstained, and above 
all, while we continue in the unalterable faith and determination to 
uphold the Federal Constitution and the Union, I do not see that we 
may not hope, under Divine Providence, to enjoy a long career of 
continued and still increasing prosperity in all that constitutes the 
true glory and happiness of 2 people. 

But itis my more appropriate province to address you, upon the 
condition and prospects of the State of Tennessee. Many of the 
sister States of the Union have been more upon the alert in availing 
themselves of the advantages and facilities of railroad communica- 
tions, and may, therefore, justly claim a pre-eminence in the scale 
of progress; but by the enlightened policy of your predecessors in 
the encouragement and patronage extended to incorporated com- 
panies, each of the three natural divisions of the State may justly 

ook ferward to the time when, by the completion of our. projected 
system of internal improvements, they will be put in connexion by 
railroad with every State in the Union, save only California, and 
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even with that remote State, when the Pacific railroad shall be con- 
structed—a project which may well be regarded as the grandest of 
the age, and one notless important and essential to the pretection of 
the Pacific coast, in a military point of vlew, than to the successful 
and full development of the resources of the whole country. In 
the mean time, and when but a small proportion of the railway con.; 
nexions contemplated within our limits is completed and in opera. ' 
tion, and their benefits but partially developed, it is pleasing to ob-: 
serve the effect of the fresh stimulus thereby imparted to every | 
branch of industry and enterprise. It is well known that theState 
of Tennessee, setting aside its insular position, possesses natural re- 
sources and elements of prosperity in its fine medium climate, its fer- ; 
tile soil, its incalculable mineral riches, inferior to none, and superior! 
to mostof the States of the Union; and when her progress from the first į 
feeble but daring settlement of the white man in her borders, not dat- 
ting further back than the ordinary limit of human existence to thel 
present moment, is considered—when she cannumber more than aj 
million of inhabitants, it may well excite our pride, and challenge! 
general admiration. Yet much remains to be done in amending} 
and perfecting her institutions when they are found by experience} 
to be defective, in providing the means of educational und intellec: 
tua] advancement, and in sustaining and completing her system of} 
internal improvements already begun, by providing against future; 
embarrassment, and establishing the pnblic credit upon a sure foun-} 
dation. These are great trusts. They are now committed to you! 
as the constituted representatives of the people, and whether wej 
look to the preservation of the elevated position which the State abi 
ready enjoys—a position achieved by the wisdom of those who have; 
gone before us, or to what may be rightfully expected in providing) 
by proper guaranties, for the onward and prosperous course of th 
State, in future, it may be truly affirmed, that at no prior period inj 
our history haye the members of the Legislature met together to 
consult for the common weal, under circumstances imposing obli- 
gations so high and responsible. 

The state of the finances and the public debt will doubtless at- 
tract your early attention. The receipts derived from all sources; 
for the two years terminating on the lst of October, 1853, were) 
$1,202,046 30 ; while the expenditure for the same period amounted} 
to $1,218,887 28, showing an expenditure greater than the receipts. 
It will be for you to inquire, after full reports shall be made to you 
by the Comptroller, whether any deficit shall appear, and, if any; 
what measures it will be expedient to adopt in order to supply it. 

The total value of the taxable property of the State, reported to, 
the Comptroller, as assessed by the Revenue Commissioners for the 
year 1852, is stated to be $186,620,119, exhibiting an average value, 
of lands at $3 84 per acre, and of slaves, at $547 25. Although 
these rates of value-are above those of former years, yet there's 
much reason to apprehend that the returned value, of both slaves, 
and lands,in many sections of the State, are far below their actual 
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values, and as these constitute the principal sources ef revenue, I 
recommend that yourearnest attention be given to the subject, and 
that proper measures be adopted to enforce the faithful execution of 
existing laws. Independent of the effect upon the revenue, this ine- 
quality of taxation, as between the tax payers in the different coun- 
ties and sections, which is exhibited, is not proper to be tolerated, 
and calls for correction. ~N 

The public debt, exclusive of current charges, and the evidences 
of which consist of bonds issued by authority of the State, and 
bonds endorsed by the State, of certain companies, amounts to $5,- 
746,856 66. These bonds were issued, bearing various rates of 
integest, that is to say, five and one-fourth per cent. internal im- 
provement bonds amounting to $218,416 66; five per cent. bonds 
issued on same account, $1,838,440 00; six per cent. bonds issued 
to the Bank of Tennessee, $1,000,000; five per cent. bonds issued 
to the Union Bank, $250,000: being $125,000 less than the last 
statement—this last amount having been redeemed by payment 
since the last session of the Legislature; six per cent. bonds issued 
for building the Capitol, $500,000; six per cent bonds issued under 
the act of 1849-50, and under the acts of the last Legislature, and 
loaned to various rail and plank road companies, $1,095,000 00; 
six per cent. bonds of the Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad 
Company, endorsed by the State, $850,000. I refer you to the re- 
port of the Comptroller for information as to the periods at which 
the above bonds respectively become due. It is proper to state that 
of the above amount of bonds there have been issued since the last 
session of the Legislature to the Memphis and Charleston Railroad 
Company, under the act of the 11th February, 1852, $400,000 00; 
to the plank road company from Dyersburg to the Mississippi river, 
$25,000 00; to the Kast Tennessee and Virginia Railroad Company, 
under the act-of the 15th January, 1852, to aid in the construction 
of bridges on the road, $300,000 00; to the East Tennessee and 
Georgia Railroad Company, under the acts of the 4th and 26th 
February, 1852, to aid in the completion of the road, $20,000,00 ; 
for completing the State Capitol, $250,000 00; and that the 
bonds of the Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad Company, within 
the same period, have been endorsed under the act of 1847-8, to 
the amount of $250,000 000—an equal amount having been en- 
dorsed by my predecessor, under the same act. Bonds of the same 
company have been endorsed under the act of the last session of 
the Legislature to the amount of $350,000 00.. 

It is proper, also, to observe that, although for the payment of the 
interest on, and for the ultimate redemption of, a considerable por- 
tion of the bonds above stated, as constituting the public debt, the 
State is only contingently liable, yet that the public credit may in 
no possible event sustain a shock, it will be the, part of wisdom to 
make ample provision against such a result. 

To meet the liabilities of the State, of every description, including 
existing and accruing charges, in addition to the balance now on 
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hand in the Treasury, amounting to the sum of $206,481 86, the 
means and sources of revenue belonging to the State are, in the 
Bank of Tennessee, $1,000,000, of stock and $1,353,209 55 of the 
surplus revenue deposited by the United States Government with the 
State, which may be properly regarded as means of the State, 
and $625,600 00 of Stock in the; Union Bank. Each of these 
Banks pay semi-annual dividends of about four per cent., and the 
stock of each is regarded as at par value. The Bank of Tennessee 
appears to have been successfully managed during the last two 
years, and it is believed to be in a sound condition ; but as the State 
owns the entire amount of the capital stock in this bank, and has a 
very large amount invested in the stocks of both the Union and 
Planters’ Banks, I recommend that a careful and rigid scrutiny 
be instituted into the condition and management of each of them. 

Besides Bank stock, the State owns stock in Turnpike Companies, 
and in the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Company to the 
amount of $2,028,856 66, Several of these pay dividends. For 
information as to what extent this source of revenne is available 
at the present time, I refer you to the report of the Comptroller. 

As a further support to the public credit, it should be-stated that 
for the whole amount advanced by the State in the way of loans in 
bonds of the State issued to Railroad Companies, or by endorse- 
ment of bonds of the Companies, amounting altogether to the sum 
of $1,945,000, and constituting a large proportion of the whole 
amount of the public liabilities, ample indemnity and security are 
provided by mortgages upon the entire roads and property of the 
respective companies. 

By an act’ of the former session of the Legislature, authority was 
given to the Bank of Tennessee, with the advice of the Governor, 
to sel! the stock held by the State in the Union and Planters’ Banks. 
It was not deemed advisable, or for the public interest, that the sale 
should be made. 

All] questions connected with Banks and Banking operations are 
of difficult solution, but it appears to me that the principle upon 
which free banks, or voluntary associations for banking purposes, 
under certain regulations, were authorized by the act of the last 
session of the Legislature, is a sound one, and that its provisions 
should be further sanctioned and continued. It gives to the note 
holder—the class of persans most likely to suffer—a perfeet security 
against loss, while other creditors are on no worse footing than the 
creditors of other banks. So far, the experiments under the late 
act have been successful and useful to the people. The following 
banks, upon the above principle, are nowin operation: The Ex- 

change Bank of Murfreesborough, with a capital in bonds filed with 
the Comptroller, as directed by law, of $89,588 ; the Bank of Knox- 
ville, with a capital of $50,000; the Bank of Nashville, with a capital 
of $70,000 ; and the Bank of Memphis, with a capital of $50,000. 

In view of the great advantage, social and commercial, of rail- 
roads on great lines of communication between this and other states 
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of the Union, and believing that the credit and resources of the 
State will be ample to meet any increased liabilities which “you in 
your wisdom may think proper to authorize, L recommend”to your ` 
particular and favorable consideration the projected Blue Ridge, the 
Nashville and Henderson, and the Tennessee Central Railroad, and > 
that the same encouragement be extended to thesé enterprizes 
which has been afforded to other companies in the State. The Blue 
Ridge Road contemplated, is upon the route of the old Charleston 
and Cincinnati Railroad. Since that road was originally projected, ` 
the experience of twenty years has but served to strengthen the 
views then entertained of the expediency and necessity of that con- 
nexion. 

The importance to the well being of the whole community‘of the “ 
establishment of a system of Common Schools upon å broad and ie 
firm basis, one which shall secure to the children of every citizen’ 
the benefits of a judicious course of instruction, is so obvious, and ° 
I trust at this day, so generally appreciated, that it is unnecessary 
for me to press the subject upon your consideration. 

In connexion with this subject, I would suggest that a rigid inquiry ` 
should be made into the present condition of the school lands and’ 
the disposition of the proceeds of them in the several counties ; also, f 
whether the laws authorizing the sale of them have been faithfully 
complied with. - 

Itis not alone in a material or physical point of view, that the 
State may be said to be in a prosperous condition. The highest and 
most satisfactory evidence exists that there is a more general diffu- - 
sion of knowledge, and that it has its influence upon the moral 
sentiments and affections of the people. Nothing could be more 
conclusive upon this point than the liberal patronage which by 
legislative grants has been bestowed of late upon those noble char- 
ities of the State, the institutions for the Deaf and Dumb and for? 
the Blind ; but more especially the Hospital for the Insane. Those 
are objects which in every enlightened community commend them-' 
selves to universal favor and support; and we find, so far as lam 
informed, not a murmur of complaint against the policy pursued: 
by your predecessors in sanctioning them. f 

The institution for the education, of the Deaf and Dumb at Knox- 
ville is successful and prosperous. For more particular information 
in regard to.the application of the fund appropriated by the last- 
Legislature for the completion of the buildings and enlarging the' 
grounds, and its condition in other respects, I refer you to the report ` 
of the Board of Trustees to be made to your body. 

Since the last session of the Legislature, a handsome and commo- ` 
dious structure has been erected at Nashville for the Blind, and well’ 
adapted to its object. The original design, of the building has not, 
however, been fully carried out, and J recommend that an adequate 
appropriation be made for that purpose, and for the support of this 
Institution and the Deaf and Dumb Institution at Knoxville, for 
the next two years, 
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The Hospital for the Insane does credit to the State. Under the 
superintendence of the present humane, skillful and able Physician, 
assisted by the counsels of an enlightened Board of Trustees, this 
institution may be compared favorably with the best conducted estab- 
lishments of the kind in other States. When the buildings are 
completed upon the original plan, it will accommodate two hundred 
and fifty patients. Now, only about one hundred can be admitted 
to its benefits. By the last census it appears that there are four 
hundred and fifty lunatics in the State, and it is believed there are 
many more not enumerated, and I therefore earnestly advise that 
further provision be made for extending the accommodations of 
this most interesting establishment according to the original plan; 
and in addition to the amount required for its ordifiary support, an’ 
increased appropriation be made for the support of a larger number 
of indigent patients than are now provided for. The employment 
of a Chaplain, under a liberal salary, to visit the patients, especially 
on the Sabbath day, and to impart to such of them as may be in a 
condition to receive it, religious instruction, would be an appropriate 
extension of the plan of this great public charity. 

I invite your attention to the importance of some alterations and 
additions in the modes now in operation for the punishment of 
crime. 

Under the admirable management of the present humane and 
gentlemanly Keeper of the Penitentiary, its profits have been 
increased ; and its condition is in every respect improved and excel- 
lent. so far as the present extent and capacity of the ‘building will 
admit. lt was originally projected upon a scale sufficient only for 
the admission of two hundred inmates, but upwards of two hundred 
and forty are now crowded into it. The large number of convicts 
now employed upon the work about the capitol will,in no great length 
of time, have to find labor within the walls of the prison, and there 
will not be room for them It seems, therefore, that it will be neces- 
saryjto establish a new or second Penitentiary, or to enlarge upon the 
planoftheold one. Ifa new one be thought advisable, I would recom- 
mend that it be established in some other section of the State— 
in the Eastern or Western division of it. I further recommend that 
a department be provided, ar that some addition be made to 
the existing Penitentiary buildings, for the admission and accom- 
modation of female convicts. Now, no separate apartment exists, 
for females, nor can they be employed usefully, or kept without 
great expense until such provision shall be made. Nor can I for- 
bear to urge upon your consideration the propriety of so directing 
the labor of the convicts as to conflict as little as possible with the 
interest of that large and most respectable class of our citizens who 
are employed in the mechanic arts. 

The excess of convicts might be relieved, to some extent, if pro- 
vision were made for the puuishment of petit larceny, by confine- 
ment in the county prisons. The discipline of these prisons might 
be greatly improved if they were required to be so constructed, or 
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enlarged, as to furnish suitable apartments, or grounds, for the em- 
ployment of the inmates in some useful labor—the labor to be com- 
pulsory in the case of petty offenders not admitted into the Peniten- 
tiary, and voluntary on the part of those whose imprisonment is 
upon accusation only, and to receive their persons fortrial, There 
can be little doubt that all the prisoners would prefer to labor. The 
profits of the labor of such of the inmates as should be acquitted 
of the offences with which they were charged should, of course, be 
paid over to them on their discharge; while the profits of others 
would go to diminish the expense of the prison. 

There is another defect in our system of criminal pnnishment, 
which, it seems to me, calls for correction, Persons, both male and 
female, of tender years, are often convicted of crimes of some enor- 
mity, but it has been generally deemed expedient to pardon them 
for the first offence, rather than pen them up in the State prison 
with the most depraved adult felons—trusting to their voluntary 
reformation ; but it too often happens that, in the absence of proper 
paternal interest, many of them, having no parents living, enter 
again into the practice of crime. To remedy this evil, I suggest 
the propriety of establishing a house of correction for such offenders, 
male and female, in which they can be kept employed in learning 
some useful trade, and under proper supervision and instruction, 
their morals be more likely reformed. 

I suggest for your consideration, whether the interests of Agri- 
culture and Mining in this State, especially in view of the many 
late discoveries of properties in a great variety of soils not known 
to agriculturists generally, would not be greatly advanced by an 
agricultural and geological survey of the State to be made by a 
competent geologist appointed for that purpose. 

Some new provisions of law are necessary for the preservation of 
the Public Arms. They are likely to become wholly worthless by 
the careless manner in which they are kept. Your special atten- 
tion is respectfully called to this subject. 

The amendments to the constitution voted upon at the recent 
election, will demand your attention. The amendments proposing 
the establishment of several new counties, failed to receive the 
requisite number of votes. The amendment in relation to the elec- 
tion by the people of Judges and Attorneys General, although 
some doubts have been expressed, has, it is believed, received the 
required sanction of the péople. In that event, it will be your duty 
to consider of the proper time and mode of carrying this new pro- 
vision of the constitution into effect. 

In connection with this subject, it seems to be a most auspicious 
and appropriate time for increasing the salaries of the Judges of the 
Supreme, Chancery and Circuit Courts. Their salaries are inade- 
quate to the responsible and important services they perform. The 
bench should be filled by the ablest and most experienced members 
of the bar and salaries given that would command their services. 
The price of property and wages of labor of every kind has greatly 
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advanced, while the salaries of our Judges have been stationary for 
near twenty years. The salary of the Governor was increased to 
three thousand dollars by the last Legislature without any addition 
to his labors; the law, however, does not go into operation until my 
successor shall be qualified. The labors of the Judges are far great- 
er than those required of the Governor; in truth, they are twenty- 
fold more onerous——requiring far higher qualifications. Yet the 
Judges of the Supreme Court receive but one thousand eight hund- 
red dollars a year, and the Chancellors and Circuit Judges but one 
thousand five hundred dollars a year, and it seems to be but sheer 
justice that the salaries of these most valuable officers, should be 
increased. 

J was directed by an act cf the last Legislature, to cause certain 
bonds of the State to be renewed, that were issued without Soupons 
attached, and in conformity with that law there have been renewed 
one thousand one hundred and thirty-four bonds bearing interest 
at five per cent, and one hundred and fifty-four bonds at 54 per 
cent. interest, each of one thousand dollars with coupons attached. 
The old bonds in lieu of which these were issued, are cancelled and 
on file in the office of the Secretary of State. The sum of six hun- 
dred and sixty dollars has been paid by the State for engraving 
the plate and for blank bonds, and there has been received from 
those having their bonds renewed the sum of three hundred and fif- 
teen dollars. 

The vacancy in the Senate of the United States occasioned by 
the expiration of the term of the Hon. John Bell on the fourth of 
March last. it will be your duty to fill by election. 

Since the last session of the Legislature, the Hon, Nathan Green 
resigned his office as one of the Judges of the Supreme Court of the 
State, and I appointed Robert L. Caruthers to fill the vacancy. 
Hon. Thomas Maney, Judge of the Circuit Court for the sixth Cir- 
cuit, also resigned his office, which I filled by the appointment of 
Nathaniel Baxter. On the resignation of William L. Martin, as 
Attorney General for the fifth District, I appointed James L. Scudder 
to fill the vacancy, and George Bradford to fill the vacancy in the 
office of Attorney General of the sixth District, caused by the 
resignation of Robert ©., Foster, 3d. Thomas H. Calloway having 
resigned the office of Register of the Ocoee District, I appointed 
James S. Bradford to fill the vacancy. 

The Hon. Charles F. Keith, Judge of the third Judicial Circuit, 
resigned his office, to take effect on the 3d day of October, 1853. 
This vacancy Ihave not filled, because it will occur during the ses- 
sion of your body, and I refer it to your consideration, for such 
action as you shall deem proper. 

Having pointed your attention to a few of the subjects which 
appeared of sufficient importance to receive a special notice from, 
me, it might be expected that before closing this communication, 
I would, according to ausage, not uncommon of late, briefly explore 
the field of national politics; but I shall not do so. Our admirable 
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political system is such—the respective powers and duties of. the 
State and National Governments being so wisely separated and 
divided, assigning to the one. the regulation and control of all the ` 
great interests which concern the States combined in a Federal 
Union, and to the other, the regulation of the interests equally, and, 
if possible, of still greater importance, connected with their respec- 
tive, separate and distinctive internal policy—their laws, their judi- 
catures, their internal improvemerits and educational systems, their 
charitable and all other institutions and objects of State concern— 
that at the present period, there is no sufficient cause to invoke 
your special attention to any subject other than those over which, 
by the Constitution$, you have the exclusive control. Those snbjects, 
Í am persuaded, you will deem of sufficient interest and magnitude 
‘to give full scope to your faculties and fill up all your time. There 
have been times, and they may again arise, when it may be not 
only proper, but an imperative duty, for the State Legislatures to 
discuss, with freedom, and to boldly announce their opinions and 
sentiments on national questions, but I perceive no occasion at pres- 
ent for the exercise of this right and privilege. The storm of sec- 
tional passion and agitation which swept over the country, and, for 
atime, created some alarm for the safety of our institutions, has 
happily subsided. It is true that factions still exist in the country, 
which continue to plot the overthrow of the Federal Constitution, 
or to change, or render abortive some of its most essential guaran- 
tees; but such factions, whether headed by fanatical reformers, or 
political aspirants, who, under the simulation of honest sympathy, 
but without any principle, are ever ready to sacrifice their country 
to their ignoble ambition, will always exist. They are the inevita- 
ble attendants of every system of government. Sectional interests 
and prejudices may, under our system, occasionally impart to them 
a formidable aspect ; but they will be successfully resisted until the 
great body of the people shall no longer possess the intelligence to 
discern their own true interests, and become reckless and insensible 
alike to the prosperity and glory of the country. 

Fortunately, there‘exists in ‘l'ennessee no such sectional felling, 
no such divisions of sentiment upon the great questions which- have 
of late disturbed the councils of some of the other States, as will be 
likely to interrupt your deliberations, or divert your attention from 
the ordinary and more legitimate subjects committed to your charge. 
Every attendant circumstance seems propitious to a’ patriotic and 
successful prosecution of your labors. The inauguration of the 
new Capitol—a structure doing equal honor to the skill and genius 
of the Architect, and to the public spirit inspired by free institu- 
tions—-is appropriately celebrated by the assembling of the Legis- 
la‘ure for the first time within its spacious halls. All around, you 
have daily presented to your view and contemplation models of 
all that is pure and beautiful in architectural taste, combined with, 
utility—all that is orderly, harmonious and proportionate——all that 
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is durable and grand—fit types of all that is pure, wise and. excellent 
in legislation. 

May your proceedings be characterized by similar order, harmony 
and dignity, and all that you shall accomplish in the discharge of 
the important duties assigned you by your constituents, be equally 
useful and durable in elevating the character and advancing the 
prosperity of your country.

He 
entertains the opinion that the proposed amendments to the con- 
stitution have not, by any fair and reasonable construction of the 
constitution, been ratified by the “majority of the people voting for

Representative ;” that by no other but a strict adherence to the 
seeming grammatical construction of the words “voting for Repre- 
sentatives,” and as he believes, in direct opposition to the most 
obvious spirit and intention of the constitution, can it be argued 
that the proposed amendments have been ratified; because, on the 
one hand, it cannot be supposed that the framers of our constitution 
intended to give the minority of the people the power to fix a con- 
stitution and laws upon the majority, without any means of ridding 
themselves of such constitution for years, as the undersigned be- 
lieves will be the case if it be decided in accordance with the fore- 
going resolution. And on the other hand, by admitting a strict, and 
seeming, literal meaning of the words “voting for Representative,” 
it would seem to him to originate a new and successful argument 
against the opinion that the amendments have passed. ! 

A question then forces itself upon our minds, whether hundreds, 
if not thousands, in this State did not vote for Governor, Congress, 
and the amendments, who did not vote for Representatives, being 
the condition on which votes for the amendments were to be receiv- 
ed. What should become of these votes before mentioned who did 
not vote for Representative? That such cases have occurred in 
every civil district in Tennessee, the undersigned does not entertain 
a doubt. Very many of our citizens, who were tired of politics 
and absorbed in other questions, came to the polls and voted for the 
amendments, and, perhaps, for Governor alone, without ever being 
told, or entertaining the idea, that they had no right to vote unless 
they would, whether willing or not, vote for representatives also. 
He would not say that such cases mentioned would be sufficient to 
make the vote for the amendment less than one half of the votes 
casi at the recent election, but he insists that the example is suffi- 
cient to show, that we are not safe in concluding that the amend- 
ments have been ratified in accordance with the requirements 
of the Constitution. And in conclusion, believing, as the under- 
signed does, that it requires a majority of those qualified to vote for 
representatives to ratify the proposed amendments, he asks that 
these (some of his) reasons for his dissent to the resolution be enter- 
ed on the Journal.

We, the undersigned, being members of the Senate, offer the f 
lowing statement as explanatory of our vote upon the Resolution 
the Senator of Lincoln, No. 36, adopted the 24th inst., and declari 
it as the sense of the Senate, that the proposed amendments of 
Constitution, in regard to the election of Judges and Attorneys G 
eral by the people, had been ratified, and ask that the same may 
spread upon the Journal as our Protest. 


Ill 


It was well known to the Senate, that we all believed that these 
amendments had been ratified by the people. We so expressed 
ourselves in speeches on the floor of the Senate, before the ques- 
tion was put to the vote and our readiness to adopt any resolution 
expressive of thatidea. But during the debate upon the resolution 
of the Senator from Lincoln, it was circulated through our part of 
the chamber, that the resolution was guardedly worded and framed, 
expressly to entrap us; that it was intended to declare it as the 
sense of the Senate, that the naked amendments without the sche- 
dule had been ratified by the people, and that it was intended also 
to involve theidea that this and not the next legislature should im- 
mediately appoint the day, when the people should elect the Judges 
and Attorneys General; that these ideas were thus cunningly cov- 
ered up to force us to support them against our consciences or else 
to occupy in regard to them positions which were inconsistent and 
antagonistic to each other. 

Under these circumstances, and not being able at the time to ex- 
amine the resolution under consideration critically, and wishing to 
obviate all misunderstanding, one of us (Mr. Davis) moved to amend 
the resolution by inserting the words and “Schedule” after the word 
amendments so as to make the resolution read thus :—“It is there- 
fore hereby declared, that the amendments and schedule aforesaid for 
the election of Judges and Attorneys General by the people, area 
part of the Constitution of the State of Tennessee.” The Senator 
from Lincoln objected to this amendment of his resolution upon the 
ground, that some, and among the number, heshimself, doubted 
whether the schedule was a partof the Constitution, and expressed 
the hope that it would not carry. The amendment was then sub- 
mitted to the vote of the Senate and rejected. This strengthened 
the suspicion, which had already been aroused in the minds of the 
undersigned as hereinbefore stated. They were thereby led to mis- 
trust more strongly that all which was fairly embraced within its 
meaning did not readily and obviously appear upon its face, and that 
it was designedly framed to inveighle us into a false position. Ac- 
cordingly, and to prove the intent or to satisfy ourselves that all was 
fair, another of us (Mr. Reid) then moved, that the resolution be so 
amended as to declare that the amendments, with the schedule 
thereto attached, had been ratified by the people, and that these 
amendments thus ratified were now a part of the Constitution. He 
expressly stated that he did not wish to offer a stumbling block to 
the consciences of any of the members; that he did not wish them 
to declare then whether the schedule was or was not apart of the 
Constitution ; that he was willing at that time to say simply that the 
amendments themselves were a part of the Constitution, but that 
they were ratified with the schedule attached to them. The Speak- 
er then demanded, that his motion should be reduced to writing, and 
whilst he was in the act of doing so, the Senator from Lincoln mov- 
ed the previous question, not only to cut off all debate, but also to 
cut off the amendment proposed by Mr. Reid. The previous ques- 
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tion was submitted and decided in the affirmative—that is to say, 
that the resolution as submitted bythe Senator from Lincoln, and 
without any amendment, should be submitted to the vote of the Sen- 
ate. The intent of the Senator was then manifest; but to leave 
nothing untried and to make assurance doubly sure, the Senator 
from Lincoln (Mr. Farquharson) was asked to explain the meaning 
of his resolution ; that we could not at that time pretend to construe 
it correctly, and were afraid that it was couched in words so guard- 
edly as to entrap us intoa false position ; that we wished to know 
whether he meant to say, and whether the resolution in substance 
did say, that the amendments nakedly and without the schedule had 
been ratified by the people, and that it would devolve upon the pre- 
sent Legislature to appoint theday when Judges and Attorneys 
General would be elected by the people. The Senator from Lin- 
coln rose from his seat and stated that he so understood his resolu- 
tion, and that those who voted in favor ofit would be committed to 
the support of a resolution declaring thatit devolved upon this leg- 
islature to appointthe day when the people would elect these offi- 
cers, and not upon the next ensuing legislature. Under these cir- 
stances, thinking the Senator from Lincoln understood his own reso- 
lution, andin the hurry and confusion of the moment thinking that 
we ourselves were incapable to scan critically the words of the reso- 
lution, when the question was submitted to vote whether the reso- 
lution of Mr. Farquharson should be adopted, we felt ourselves con- 
strained to vote in the negative, because we were afraid that it might 
involve the points stated by its mover. After the adjournment of 
the Senate. however, we examined the resolution deliberately and 
calmly, and finding that it would not bear the construction put upon 
it by the Senator from Lincoln, and that it simply expressed the 
sense of the Senate, that these amendments had been ratified by 
the people; that whatever might be the intent and understanding of 
the mover, that the legal effect and meaning would be this, the un- 
dersigned felt that they had voted upon the resolution under a mis- 
apprehension and contrary to their wishes. Accordingly they came 
into the Senate on the next morning and desired to change their 
votes, not as if they had changed their opinion, but under a misap- 
prehension of the question. But the Speaker did not believe that 
hehad the power to allow such a change, and we are accordingly 
forced to resort to this protest to place ourselves in our true posi- 
tion. Weprotest that our vote does not express our will; that we 
all believe that the amendments have been ratified; and thatif we 
had known that all it involved was this, we would have voted in the 
affirmative, and that every member in the Senate well knew and 
now knows that such was the fact.

The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom were referred certain 
resolutions touching “ the amendments to the constitution,” in ref- 
erence to the election of Judges and Attorneys General by the peo- 
ple, and the legitimate effect thereof; and also as to the powers of 
_ the General Assembly as to the election of Judges and Attorneys 
General, &c., have had the same under consideration, and beg leave 
to report, that it isthe unanimous opinion of the committee that 
said amendments are a part of the organic law of Tennessee. A 
majority of your committee are of the opinion that the schedule is 
a part of the Constitution of Tennessee, but differ in opinion as to 
the legal effect thereof. The difficulty in‘the way of your commit- 
tee acting as an unit upon the material question under considera- 
tion, is to be found in the words “ next elected,” which are a part of 
the schedule. A majority of your committee do not believe the 
words “next elected” withhold the power from this General Assem- 
bly to fix the time and place for holding the elections for Judges and 
Attorneys General; for, to give these words their broadest signifi- 
cance and literal meaning, we find that meaning entirely con- 
trolled and destroyed by that portion of the schedule, which com- 
mands the General Assembly to pass a Jaw fixing the time, &c., in 
strict pursuance of the amendments, without delay. The question 
then recurs, as to what the amendments were intended to remedy, | 
and what ends were intended to be attained by them? These | 
amendments provide for the election of Judges and Attorneys Gen- 
eral by the people, and “in strict pursuance thereof,” we are com- 

manded to fix the time and place. To postpone the fixing of the | 
time and place to a period two years hence, would, in the opinion | 
of a majority of your committee, be clearly violative, and a perver- | 
sion of the intent and meaning of the words “in strict pursuance f 
thereof, and without delay.” The words “in strict pursuance” imply } 
an effort and obligation to reach, or accomplish, something—a con- | 
tinued exertion to effect a consummation of the enddesired. Thef 
end is clear and evident that is sought, but if the present Assembly | 
fail to give these amendments vitality and operation, by prescribing 
the “time and place,” it appears to a majority of your committee, 
that the great object of the amendments has failed. The motivef 
and intent, in the opinion of your committee, of these amendments 
should be looked to; the evil to be remedied and the object to bef 
attained. What motive could there have been in a postponement§ 
of time for fixing the time and place for these elections? Why notf 
postpone for half a century, as well as two years? There being no 
motive, nothing to be eftected by such postponement, that canno 
be effected by fixing the time and place “ without delay,” your com 
mittee think it the imperative duty of this Assembly to bring thes@ 
elections before the people. Your committee are of opinion, tha$ 

Judges and Attorneys whose terms of office expire before the tim@ 

prescribed for the elections by the people, will go out of office, an¥ 
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that itis the duty of this Assembly, under the 4th section of the 
7th article of the Constitution, to make provision for all vacancies 
that have. or may occur, previous to the election by the people. 

In accordance with these opinions, a majority of the committee 
have instructed me to report the following resolutions, to wit :

1. Does this Legislature, or does the next ensuing Legislature, ap- 
point the day when the people are to elect the Judges and Attorneys 
General of this State ? 

The schedule says, that the Judges and Attorneys “shall continue 
' to hold their offices and exercise the duties and functions thereof, 

according to the true existing laws and constitution, until the elec- 
tion of their successors by the people, to be held and made under a 
law to be passed by the General Assembly (next elected. after the 
ratification of the proposed amendments by the people), which law 
shall prescribe the time and places of holding said elections, and 
which shall be passed without delay, and in strict pursuance of said 
amendments: Prov ded, The Legislature shall appoint a day for 
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holding the election of Judges and Attorneys General, separate and ` 
apart from the days already prescribed, or hereafterto be prescribed, 
by the Legislature, for holding the elections for State and county 
officers.”

ent, in the first volume of his Commentaries, page 461, lays this 
down as the mode : “The true meaniug of the statute is generally 
and properly to be sought from the body of the act itself? And 
agaiu, at page 462, of same vol., he says : “The words of a statute, 
if of common use, are to be taken in their natural, plain, obvious 
and ordinary signification and import.” The same mode of con- 
struction is applied even to written contracts, in order to arrive at 
the meaning of the parties. Mr. Chitty, in his Treatise on Contracts, 
at page 99, says: “Where thereis no ambiguity in the terms used, 
the agreement, or instrument itself, shall be the only criterion of the 
intention of the parties,” and this “although oral testimony would 
clearly show, thatthe real intention of the parties was at variance 
with the particular expressions of the written agreement.” 

Adopting this mode of construing the schedule, (and the under- 
signed would be led to adopt the same mode without the weight of 
authority, from necessity, and from the principles of common sense,) __ 
the undersigned must be permitted to say, that, in their judgment, . 
it is too clear for argument, that it will devolve upon the next and 
not upon the present General Assembly, to appoint the day when 
the people are to elect these officers—the Judges and Attorneys 
General. 

, Tke words used in the schedule are “of common use,” and in no 
way ambiguous in their sense. The members of the present Gene- 
ral Assembly were not “next elected after the ratification of the pro- 
posed amendments by the people,” but were elected on one and the 
same day,at one and the same time, as these amendments were ra- 
tified by the people. It is said by some, that it was not so understood 
either by the Legislature or by the people. But how do we arrive at 
this conclusion? The law tells us, that to arrive at their under-, . 
standing and meaning, we must look to the “body of the law (sched- ' 
ule) itself;” and we have just attempted to show, that if we are to 
interpret the words used, according to their “natural, plain, obvious 
and ordinary signification and import,” that we will be led irresisti- 
bly to the conclusion, that both the Legislature and people did so 
understandit. I: is true, that the schedule, also says, that the law - 
appointing the day when the people are to elect these officers, “shall 
be passed without delay,” but in the opinion of the undersigned, that - 
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has nothing to do with the present question. That simply says, 
that the Legislature. whoseduty it is made to pass this law, shall do so 
without delay, and does not in any way determine or did in deter- 
mining whether it is the province of this or the next Legislature to. 
pass this law. When it is once ascertained which Legislature is to 
pass this law, appointing the day, then that part of the schedule will 
come in and direct that Legislature to pass the law without delay. 
In other words, if it shall become the duty of the next Legislature, 
which will meet in 1855, to pass this law, when the people are to 
elect these officers, then this part of the schedule will direct and 
command that Legislature to pass such law without delay. This is 
clearly the meaning of that part of the schedule, and no other con- 
struction can be fairly put upon it, if we are to give any force, any 
meaning to the words going before it. And the undersigned cannot 
see or feel the force of the reasoning, that, because it is made the 
duty of the Legislature, which is to appoint the day when these offi- 
ters are to beelected by the people, to do so without delay, that there- | 
fore the schedule must have meant that the Legislature, which first 
met after the ratification, must appoint the day. Suppose the sched- 
ule had said, in so many words, that the Legislature, which met in 
1855, should pass the law appointing the day when the people were 
to elect these officers, and should do so without delay, could any one 
be found, whose mind was so illogical as to contend that, therefore, 
the Legislature of 1853 wasintended ? That the words without delay 
“were so potent as to override the previous part of the sentence, and 
toshow that those who framed and adopted the schedule, must have 
intended that the Legislature of 1853, and not the Legislature of 1855, 
should pass the law, appointing the day when the people were to 
elect? And yet the undersigned believe, that the schedule as it is 
now worded, is as plain and strong, as it would have been if couched 
in the words supposed ; that the words, “the General Assembly next 
elected after the ratificatlon of the proposed amendments by the peo- 
ple,” are asclear in their signification as if it had been said, “the Gen- 
eral. Assembly elected in 1855.” 

It is true, that it has been said by some, thatthe election ofa 
member to the General Assembly is not consummated until after he 
has been qualified—that is, until after he has been sworn to support 
the Constitution of this State and of the United States, and has also 
takenan oath of office. The 2d sec. of article 10 says, that “each 
member of the Senate and House of Representatives, shall, defore 
they proceed to business,” takethese oaths. And itis argued by those, 
who espouse this opinion, that it cannot be said that a person is 
elected to the General Assembly, until he has taken these oaths; that 
his induction into office is not completed until this is done; and until 
heis inducted into office he cannot be said to be elected. Hence 
they argue, that these amendments were ratified by the people before 
the members of the present Genera] Assembly were elected, and that 
this General Assembly were “next elected after the ratification of the 
proposed amendments by the people.” But, in the opinion of the 
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undersigned, this position is utterly untenable, and evidences a dis- 
position to twist and force the schedule into a particular meaning, 
rather than fairly to seek out what was intended by those who framed 
it. It confounds the election and qualification of a member, 
whereas they are wholly distinct, both in the meaning attached to 
them,in common parlance, and in the meaning attached to them by 
our Constitution and laws. To electis to pick out or choose ; and 
when we say, that an individual is elected to the Legislature, we 
mean to say, that he is picked out or chosen from the mass of his fel- 
low-citizens, or from those who offer themselves as candidates, to 
represent us. The moment he receives a majority of votes, and the 
polls are closed, that moment he is elected. Wemanifest our choice 
by our votes; and when the votes are counted, and itis asce tained 
that he has received a majority, we say, that he was elected on the 
day the votes were polled, and not that he will be elected when he- 
presents himself on the day the Legislature is to meet, and the oaths 
of office are administered to him. Everybody so understands it. 
Our Constitution manifestly and incontrovertibly puts the same 
meaning upon the word. ‘The 7th sec. of article 3d, is as follows: 
“The first election for Senators and Representatives, shall be held 
on the first Thursday in August, one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-five ; and forever thereafter, elections for members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, shall be held once in two years, on the first Thursday 
in August ; and said elections shall terminate on the same day.” By 
consulting our statutes, it will be found, that our Legislatures have in- 
variably affixed the same meaning to the word,and used it in that 
sense alone. Inusing the words “the General Assembly next elected 
after the ratification of the proposed amendments by the people,” 
the framers of the schedule must therefore have meant the same 
thing, as if they had adopted. a different phraseology, and had said, 
“the General Assembly, whose members shall be next chosen by a 
majority of the people to represent them, after the ratification of the 
proposed amendments.” 

But is the schedule a part of the amendments? It becomes im- 
portant to decide this question, not because a different construction 
would be put upon it, but because, if it is, this Legislature would 
have no right to repeal or in any way to modify it. The under- 
signed believe thatitis, and assign the following as their reasons for 
80 believing : ; 

The Constitution itself declares how it is to be amended. The 
third section of article 11, declares in substance that amendments 
may be proposed in either House of the Legislature, ard if the same 
are agreed to by a majority of both Houses, they shall be referred to 
the General Assembly next to be chosen, and shall be published six 
months previous to the election of such General Assembly. And 
if the General Assembly next chosen after the General Assembly in 
which they were proposed, should, by a vote of two-thirds of all the 
members, approve of such amendments, they should then be sub- 
mitted to the people for their ratification or rejection. The Consti- 
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tution can be amended by taking these steps, but in no other way. 
The Legislature must submit the amendments to the people, and 
the people must vote upon them as submitted. They would have 
no right to vote for amendments which had not been proposed, and 
for the same reason no right to vary, in any way, such as were pro- 
posed by the Legislature. They would have the physical power, 
but notthe right under the Constitution. 

And again: If the Legislature in which these amendments were 
proposed and approved, regarded the schedule asa part, they must 
have submitted it to the people, as such, for their ratification. 

Now, how are the facts? These amendments and schedule were 
proposed and passed in the Legislature of 1849-50. These 
amendments and schedule were published in the Whig, on the 18th 
January, 1851—six months before the members of the next Legisla- 
ture were chosen. These amendments and the schedule were ap- 
proved by the Legislature of 1851-2, two-thirds of the members of 
both Houses voting in favor of both the amendments and schedule. 

It is clear, therefore, that the Legislature regarded this schedule 
as a part of the amendments. If not, why was the schedule voted 
upon by two consecutive Legislatures? One Legislature alone 
can pass a law, and this is known to all. It would, therefore, have 
been idle, to say the least, in the Legislature of 1851-2, to have 
voted upon this schedule, and to have approved of it by a vote of 
two-thirds of all its members, after it had been passed by the Legis- 
lature of 1849-50, if it looked upon it as a mere act or statute. 
But there is still stronger evidence of the estimate put upon the 
schedule,-by the Legislature of 1851-2. Mr. Starke, (who was at the 
time the Senator of Robertson county,) moved to strike out these 
words from the schedule : “next elected after the ratification of the 
proposed amendments by the pople,” and his motion was rejected. 
(See Journal of Senate for 1851-2, page 237.) The object of Mr. 
Starke was evidently to give to the present Legislature the power, 
instead of the Legislature of 1855-6, to fix or appoint the day when 
the people were to elect the Judges and Attorneys General. Now, 
why was it lost? It must have been, because the schedule was re- 
garded as a part of the amendments; and if in any way changed, 
it was known that it would thereby throw back the amendments 
two years. In fact, this is the recollection of one of the Senators 
of the present Legislature, who was also a Senator of the Legisla- 
ture of 1851-2. He states, that when Mr. Starke made his motion, 
areminent lawyer, then the Senator from Davidson, arose in the 
Senate, and stated it as his opinion, that the schedule’ was a part of 
the amendments, and thereupon the motion of Mr. Starke was 
unanimously rejected. From this statement, it is belived by the 
undersigned to be manifest, that the Legislature of 1851-2, re- 
garded the schedule as a part of the amendments, and as such sub- 
mitted it to the people. 

But without this statement of facts, it is clear to the minds of the 
undersigned, that the schedule must be regarded as a part of the 
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amendments. Itis not only connected with them by the conjunc- 
tion “ And,” but from its very nature is inseparable. It is clear, 
that it was intended to keep alive the old Constitution and laws 
until these amendments went into operation, and also to state 
the time when the amendments should go into operation. ‘Ihe 
name and form is nothing; we must look to the substance. It is 
the same, and it was intended to have the same effect, by attaching 
the schedule to'these amendments, as if it had been stated in the 
amendments proper, when they should go into operation, and that, 
in the meantime, the Constitution and laws should remain in force. 
Suppose, instead of the schedule, the amendments had been sub- 
mitted to the people for ratification alone, and as they now are with 
this addition to the bottom of each: But the Judges (at the bottom 
of section 8, and Attorneys General at the bottom of section 5,) are 
not to be elected by the qualified voters as hereinbefore stated, until a 
day is fixed under a Jaw to be passed by the Legislature of 1855-6, and 
in the mean time, the section, which this is intended to amend, is to 
remain in force as heretofore. Would any one contend that this 
addition was no part of the amendments? And yet the schedule 
was intended to perform the same office, and is, in substance, the 
same. It differs only in form. Indeed, without taking more time 
upon this pbint, its very style betrays its nature. It “speaks like 
one having authority,” as one above the Legislature, and having the 
right to control it. Itdeclares that the Legislature shall appoint a 
day for the election of Judges and Attorneys General “ separate and 
apart from the days already prescribed, or hereafter to be prescribed, 
by the Legislatures, for holding the eleetions for State and county 
officers.” 

But there is no difference between the undersigned and the ma- 
jority of the Judiciary Committee on this point. We all, or nearly 
all, agree that the schedule is a part of the amendments. In fact, 
the undersigned are disposed to believe, that if the schedule were a 
mere legislative act, it would be a nullity; thatthe naked amend- 
ments would take effect as soon as they were ratified by the people, 
and all the acts of Judges and Attorneys General since that time- 
and until these offices were filled by the people, would be void. 
Certainly, if no schedule had been attached, the amendments would 
go immediately into operation. If the schedule were a mere legis- 
lative act, could it suspend the operation of the amendments? If 
it could one day or two years, it could forever, and thus it would 
seem that an act of the Legislature could abolish a part of the Con- 
stitution, which is an absurdity. It would seem, that a Constitution, 
and consequently an amendment of the Constitution, must express. 
upon its own face when it goes into operation, if it is intended that 
it should not go into operation-on the day it is adopted, but on a 
future day. Hence all constitutions, on their face, provide when 
they are to gointo operation. Hence the schedules attached to the 
two Constitutions of Tennessee, each of which, it is believed, has 
always been regarded as part of the one to which it was affixed. 
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The undersigned, therefore, believe. and so report to the Senate, 
that the schedule is a part of the amendments, and that, according 
to the true construction of this instrument, it will devolve on the 
Legislature of 1855-6 to pass the law appointing the day when the 
people are to elect the Judges and Attorneys General of this State, 

2. Do these officers hold over by virtue of the schedule, or will 
the present Legislature have to elect such of them whose term of 
office would expire during the present Legislature under the Con- 
stitution, as it was before these amendments were proposed? The 
undersigned believe, that the present Legislature has the right to 
fill the vacancies, and that it isits duty so to do. 

The schedule says, that the Judges and Attorneys General “shall 
continue to hold their offices and exercise the duties and functions 
thereof, according to the true existing laws and Consiitution, until 
the election oftheir successors by the people,” &c. Now, what was 
the object intended to be effected by this schedule? It has already 
been said, thatits object was to say when the amendments should 
go into effect, and to declare, in the meantime, that the Constituiton 
and laws should remain as they were before the amendmenis were 
proposed. “And that no inconvenience may arise from the proposed 
amendments,” are the first words used in the schedule, and plainly 
show that it was the intention of the framers to avoid all confusion 
from the change, to effect which they provided that the Judges and 
Attorneys shall continue to hold their offices until the election of 
their successors by the people, “according to the true existing laws 
and Constitution,’ thatis,1o hold them under and subject to the 
laws and Constitution, as they would have held them had no 
amendments been proposed. In other words, they desired that the 
Constitution and Jaws should remain as they were, until the 
amendments were put completely into operation. Now, if we were 
to hold that these officers were to hold over, by virtue of the sche- 
dule, this very object would be defeated, and confusion, and to some 
extent, probably anarchy, would prevail. Vacancies might, and 
out ofso many offices, probably would, occur by the death, removal, 
resignation or otherwise, of some of the Judges and Attorneys Gen- 
eral, and ifneither the Legislature nor Governor had the right to 
fill them, confusion and anarchy (the very state sought to be avoid- 
ed) would prevail. The Governor, under the Constitution, has no 
right to fill vacancies, except when they occur during the recess of 
the Legislature. All vacancies, therefore, which occur during the 
sitting of the Legislature, must be filled by the Legislature, or re- 
main vacant. All of us concur upon this point, andifthere were no 
other reason, necessity itself would force upon us this construction. 

The undersigned have now finished their report, It is upona 
aubject of the highest importance to the people of this State. It has 
been drawn up hurriedly, and not as ably as,they could have wished, 
and as the importance of the subject demanded. They have, how- 
ever, attempted to arrive atthe truth, and they console themselves 
with the thought, that, however weakly and confusedly they may 
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have enforced and unfolded their opinions, they, nevertheless, occu- 
py upon this subject the same ground as the best judicial minds of 
the State. JNO. REID,

the same itemsmay prove to be comparitively worthless, therefore ; 

Be it resolved, by the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, 
That the committee on Banks be instructed to inquire and report, 

First, The present value as near as may be ol the “bills and notes 
in suit,’ at the principal bank and branches. Also, the present val- 
ue of the “Protested Bills,” classifying them “good,” “doubtful,” or 
“bad? as the case may be, and what amount of either originated 
from the 1st January, 1848, to the present time. 

Second, What real estate has been received in paymentof debts 
duesaid bank and branches respectively, when received, from whom, 
why received, value at which taken, present value, the rents and 
profits if any, and the amount of expenditures in the way of improve- 
ments and otherwise, if any. 

Third, The amount paid for the purchase of lots and the erection 
of buildings for said Bank and Branches, and the present value of 
the same. 

Fourth, Enguire into and report upon each item of the expense 
account, at the principal Bank and Branches; also, the items com- 
posing the suspense account and protest account. 

Fitth, What defalcations by officers, agents, or servants of the 
Bank, if any, by whom, at what time; hasthe whole or any part 
been paid, hasit been secured, if the whole or any part is paid, how 
and in what. 

Sixth, All other matters relating to the Bank, which the committee 
deem of sufficient importance to be inquired into, 
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Resolved, That the committee have power to send for persons and 
papers, to administer oaths to all persons brought before them, to 
issue commissions to others, to take depositions when necessary, to 
require such aid and assistance from the Presidents, Directors, Cash- 
iers, Clerks, or other officers of said Bank of Tennessee and Branches, 
as shall enable them to ascertain and report upon the matters re- 
quired at the earliest day. 

Which resolution was read and laid over under the rule.

Section —. That any person selling spiritous liquors without 
first having taken and subscribed the oath or affirmation herein di- 
rected, shall be a misdemeanor punishable as other misdemeanors.’

Mr. Bell offered the following resolution, No. 62: 

Resolved, by the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, That 
for the following facts. we think it our duty to repeal an act, passed 
February 21st, 1852, entitled an act to protect the Homestead : 

ist. This act discriminates in favor of the land holder, to the injury 
of him who owns no land. It allows a man to hold, exempt from 
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execution, five hundred dollars’ worth of land, in addition to about 
five hundred dollars’ worth of personal property, which was exempt 
from execution before this act was passed; thus allowing a man 
who owns land to hold one thousand dollars’ worth of property, 
which is not tobe liable for the payment of his honest debts ; while 
the man who owns no land, is only allowed to. hold half as much pro- 
perty free from execution. This we are bound to consider as dishon- 
est and partial legislation, manifest in the act to protect the Home- 
stead, and that therefore it can never meet the sanction and heart- 
felt approbation of an intelligent and honest community. 

2d. This act can never add wealth to the country ; nor .does it 
propose to furnish homes to those. who have no homes. All the 
lands in Tennessee are now owned and occupied by its citizens, and 
under such circumstances it is impossible for the Legislature to be- 
stow a home out of the lands of Tennessee upon one man, without 
firstrobbing another man of his home. Then, at best, the thing pro- 
posed in this actis virtually tosteal from, or rob one citizen for the 
empty and negative honor of giving property to another, which the 
intended recipient can never’ willingly accept; for the acceptation, 
would be a violation of every principle of good faith and propriety. 

3d, This act to protect the Homestead, only proposes to protect it 
against the collection of honest debts, and the object cannot be to 
protect against any other kind of debts, for those that are dishonest 
are not presumed to be collectable by the laws of our country.’ 

4th. This act to protect the Homestead must destroy the credit of 
those whom it is proposed to protect. This done, and the recipient 
is ruined ; for while the act ruins his credit, it does not affect the 
credit of the wealthy part of the community ; hence the direct ten- 
dency of this law, in its operative effects, is to destroy the credit of 
the humble citizen, without affecting thatof the rich. This gives the 
rich increased or additional advantages over the poor, by which the 
richer parts of the community will be enabled to hold the poor man 
down, and forever prevent him from rising in the scale of competen- 
cy and ease. 

5th. This act prevents the free circulation or interchange of pro- 
perty in the community, on which the future happiness of the country 
must depend; for circulation and interchange of ail kinds of pro- 
perty or wealth in the community, is as essential to the sustenance 
and perpetuity of ourform of government, as is circulation, in the 
elements of the universe, essential to its existence. ` 

6th. No law can be of benefit to a community, which teaches, that 
honesty shall not exist as one of the elements of government. No 
law can result in good, that proposes, without a consent or willing- 
ness of the parties, to sunder honest obligations or contracts, or pre- 
vent the payment of the same. i 

7th. The act to protect the Homestead will prevent a truly poor 
man from the power of collecting his dues off of those wHo are able 
to pay, and who own land, and at the same time, destroying the 
credit of our medium class of society, it will enable the rich to op- 
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press and ruin them forever, to bind them down and trample upon 
them, and ultimately, having destroyed the credit of the solvent 
citizens, and rendering them, according to the design of the law, 
paupers against their desires, they will have to give liens or mort- 
gages upon their lands, thus exempt, in order to obtain credit ; and 
when such lands are thus exposed to sale to pay said mortgage, for 
an amount under their value, on a credit of twelve or eighteen months, 
as the case may be; then ds the credit of the medium citizen is de- 
stroyed he cannot become a purchaser for want of the required secu- 
rity, which must depend upon his solvency; and the wealthy man 
bids but a small amount, and the land must be knocked off to him, 
for he only can give the required security, and thustherich will soon 
be, by the effects of the law, able to’own allthe Jandsin the State, 
and force the poorer to become their tenants or servants. Hence, 
from the operations of this law, monopolies and aristocracies similar 
to the old world must soon gainthe ascendency, and unprecedented 
tyranny and oppression of our poorer and more unfortunate fellow 
men, will prevail. 

Resolved further, That we.seeing the slow and steady, but direct 
tendency and ultimate effects of this act, are.compelled to considerit 
as a perversion of our dearest interests as a social and free people; 
and while it was titled “Homestead,” to render it popular, its only 
effect must be to ruin; and we therefore consider it as hypocritical, 
on the part of the Legislature, to sanction it for its mere name, as it 
would be to title a Demon, God, and worship it because we assumed 
the authority to misname. Itsname and effects are as inapplicable 
as is the smile of the assassin to the cruel stab which he intends fo 
follow ; or, as is the kiss of the seducer to the ruin and dismay that 
he intends to effect by it. 

Resolved further, That in our opinion the object of all law should 
be justice, and that no law but that which has this high, moral, bene- 
volent and religious object in view, can ever stand the test of time or 
pass the ordeal of truth and hongsty. The apathegm, “honesty is 
the best policy,” is true in all things—political, civil, and religious. 

Resolved, That we consider the objects and effects of this Home- 
stead act,and that agitated by the general government, as directly 
opposite. One is intended for a wise and good, the other for a bad 
andevil object. One proposes to give a man a home who has none ; 
the other, to protect property in’ the hands of men against the pay- 
ment of their honest debts, for Homesteads, which none of the suffer- 
ing poor can own. One is designed to add to the creative power of 
the country by setling and cultivating lands not now cultivated and 
useless, and thus make them valuable and add to the products of 
the nation, and to increase the value ofits lands; the other is de- 
signed to cheat honest creditors out of their just claims, to add 
nothing to the creative power of the country, nor to add tothe value 
of lands, but to practice with fondness the morbid and erroneous 
policy that honest claims are unworthy of payment, and that pecu- 
niarv favor sheuld meet no pecuniary recompense. 
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Resolved, That in our opinion the community, when they see the 
‚effects of this law, will rise up againstit, as did.the nation against 
the Bankruptlaw, passed by the Congress of the United States in 
1841, for the objects and effects of the two measures are so nearly 
the same as to Scarcely admit of a distinction, only’that the Bank- 
rupt law required a man to make a surrender of his property to pay 
his debts as far as it would go; the Homestead requires no such sur- 
render, but allows a man to hold his lands, in despite of the debts 
that he may owe: but both are founded upon principles of the gross- 
est dishonesty, and are alike lost to every thing like political or 
moral right. 

Resolved, ‘Thatin our opinion the people do not wish such a mea- 
sure as the act of the 21st of Feb., 1852, to remain upon the statutes 
of this active, industrious and gallant State, for they must see that it 
will ruin the poor and medium classes of society, and aid the rich 
upon their ruins, produce discord and disunion ; induce indolence, 
teach dishonesty, ruin morals, debase our citizens, enervate a high- 
toned patriotism and ruin domestic quiet, and ever tending to destroy 
a wise equilibrium, on which much of our happiness must ever de- 
pend; and we are decidedly of the opinion’that the great masses of 
mankind are honest, and admire honesty and detest the reverse, and 
can therefore never admire the policy taught by this act. ° 

Resolved, That while the effects of this “act-to protect the Home- 
stead” is to injure the poor, should we not repeal it we would, feel 
that we have acted in bad faith to the trust reposed in us, and toa 
great common interest in which we should all feel delighted to ac- 
quiesce. 

Resolved, That in our estimation, no Legislative enactment can be 
wise, (nor shouldit be tolerated) which ruins one class of mankind, 
having equal rights, for the benefit of another; but the poor should 
ever be kindly and wisely provided for, and benevolently protected; 
and we should never wish, particularly in a Legislative capacity, to 
take advantage of any class, professing that we wish to aid while the 
objects are to ruin. 

Resolved, That to protect honesty and true religion, no Legisla- 
ture should fail to practice them in their public, as well ab private 
acts, and to exhibit to the world that high devotion to truth and 
-rigid honesty, that rise superior to party or prejudice and evinces 
the fact that we would rather be right and unpopular in preserving 
justice to all men, than to be popular in wielding clandestinely the 
weapons of civil discord and destruction. 

Resolved, That we look to the intelligence and virtue of the peo- 
ple to maintain with a just and dignified pride for honest rights, the 
position which we have here assumed in order to preserve justice 
and do good to our fellow men. mae 

Resolved, That in our opinion the policy of the act to protect the 
Homestead, when fully carried out, will ruin and render more per- 
sons homeless and destitute in this State than the adoption of any 
other scheme, and that he who would defend the poor man’s rights, 
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regard the widow’s sigh, and turn attention to the orphan’s tear, will 
endeavor to teach humanity and justice in all things, sympathize for 
all who suffer, and wisely aid every object of charity, and benevo- 
lence, by a high appreciation of the fact thatit is wicked to add one 
penny to the urn of poverty, to mitigate the crime of taking out a ` 
pound, which is the direct effect of the act to protect the Homestead 
of this State.

A message from the Governor by Mr. Ramsey, Secretary of 
State. an 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT; | 
Nasavitte, December 19, 1853. 


Fellow-citizens of the Senate and House of Representatives: 


The Constitution of the State requires the Executive, “from time 
to time, to give to ‘the General Assembly information of the state 
of the government, and to recommend to their consideration such 
measures as he shall judge expedient” and proper. In compliance 
with this requisition of the organic law of the land, without any 
long or unnecessary exordium, | shall at once proceed to discharge 
the high and responsible duties thus imposed. | 

In the first place, the attention of the General Assembly is most 
respectfully invited to the present and prospective indebtedness of 
the State. l 

The liabilities of the State, as they are termed by the Comptroller 
of the Treasury, were, in October last, three million, eight hundred 
and one thousand, eight hundred and fifty-six dollars, ($3,801,856.) 
The credit of the State has been loaned to various railroad compa- 
nies, and bonds issued to the amount of one million, nine hundred 
and forty-five thousand dollars, ($1,945,000,) which should be added 
to the present liabilities ; making them, in the aggregate, five million 
seven hundred and forty-six thousand, eight hundred and fifty-six 
dollars, ($5,746,856.) 

To this amount there might be very properly added. the surplus 
revenue which was received on deposit, and the faith of the State 
pledged for the safe keeping and repayment of the same, which 
now constitutes a part of the capital of the Bank of Tennessee; 
and, the common school fund, which is. made a perpetual fund by: the 
constitution. These two sums make one million, five hundred and. 
twenty thousand, three hundred and twenty-five dollars, ($1,520,325,) 
which makes the liabilities of the State, up to this time, seven mil- 
lions, two hundred and sixty-seven thousand, one hundred and 
eighty-one dollars, ($7,267,181.) 
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The prospective liabilities which are authorized by an act to estab- 
Jish a system of Internal Improvements in this State, passed on the 
llth day of February, 1852, and various other acts to aid in the 
building of bridges, will, if carried into full and successful operation, 
create an additional debt of about eight millions dollars more; 
which, when added to the liabilities already referred to, will make 
the whole liabilities of the State fifteen million, two hundred and six- 
ty-seven thousand one hundred and eighty-one dollars, ($15,267 ,181.) 
And ifthe internal improvement bill now under consideration before 
the Legislature, should become a law, it will increase the prospective 
liabilities near six million four hundred thousand dollars, ($6,400,000.) 
which will make the grand total of the present and prospective 
liabilities of the State twenty-one million six hundred and sixty- 
seven thousand one hundred and eighty-one dollars, ($21,667.181.) 
While on the subject of State indebtedness, it will not be out of 
place, nor improper, to refer to the probable amount owed by coun- 
ties and corporations throughout the State, which has been created 
by the issuance of county and corporations bonds, which cannot be 
less than five million dollars, ($5,000,000,) probably much more, 
making the whole liabilities of the people of the State, present and 
prospective, twenty-six million, six hundred and sixty-seven thousand 
one hundred and eighty-one dollars, ($26,667,181.) 

Of the present liabilities, the State has at this time vested in va- 
rious turnpike roads, one million, two hundred and thirty thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-six dollars, ($1,230,856,) for which State 
bonds have been issued, and now paysinterest on them, amounting 
to sixty-one thousand, nine hundred and sixty-nine dollars, ($61 ,969.) 
The entire amount received into the treasury annually from this in- 
vestment in turnpike roads, is $15,106, making a nett loss to the 
State, annually, of $46,763. It is to be hoped, however, that the 
profits arising from the investments made in these tunrpike roads by 
the State, is not a correct indication of investments to be made in 
future in any works of internal improvements. Eleven of these 
roads, as yet, have never declared a dividend, and the prospect of 
their ever becoming profitable to the State, is exceedingly doubtful 
from present indications. 


INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


The constitution of the State declares that “a wellregulated sys- 
tem of internal improvements is calculated to develope the resour- 
ces of the State, and promote the happiness and prosperity of her 
citizens, therefore it ought to be encouraged by the General Assem- 
bly.” Internal Improvements is a subject that has been for some 
time back, and is now, exciting a deep and lively interest among 
the people, in many portions of the State. The questions, how far 
the State should be involved im constructing works of internal im- 
provements, and what works shall be first undertaken and comple- 
ted, must be determined by the wisdom and sound discretion of 
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Senators and Representatives, who have been selected on account 
of their superior knowledge of the local and general interest of the 
whole State. “A well regulated’system of internal improvement” 
would seem to indicate that the leading and most’ prominent works 
calculated and. intended to connect the three grand divisions of the, 
State, should . be first selected. and completed. Such: other works 
should then be undertaken’ as experience and the intérest of thé 
country might suggest. It should be the great and primary object. 
of the General Assembly to bind the Stat together from Johnson 
to Shelby, by railroads or other improvemefits which would accom- 
plish the great end, making us ‘one and the same people in com- 
merce, agriculture and mechanics. A system like this, connecting 
itself with other important works beyond the limits of the State, 
would seem to accomplish the design of the constitution. While it 
is the duty of the Legislature, under the constitution, to foster and 
encouragé “a well regulated system of internal improvements,” it 
should be extremely careful in not’ undertaking too many works at 
the same time, and thereby dividing the energies of ‘the State and 
individuals to that extent which would cause delay and failure in 
many of them, and at the same time result in great loss and useless 
expenditure of the people’s substance. The system should always 
be so regulated as not to involvethe State in-heavy liabilities beyond 
what can at all times be met when they fall due, by the treasury, 
with promptness, without having to resort to heavy and oppressive 
taxation on the great mass ofthe people. The General Assembly 
should, and no doubt will, be exceedingly careful in not giving legis- 
lation, which is connected with the internal improvements of the 
country, that direction which will have a tendency to lessen or impair 
the public credit and honor of the State at home or abroad. , 
The duties imposed on the Executive by the laws which have been 
heretofore passed, or which may be hereafter passed, by the legisla- 
ture, extending the aid of the State to works of internal improve- 
ment, will be discharged by him with strict fidelity. ` 


PUBLIC ROADS. 


Our whole system of public roads is exceedingly ‘defective, per- 
haps more so than in any other State in the’ Union, imposing thé 
burden of keeping it up upon that portion of our fellow-citizens 
least able to bear it, and who have the least -use for it after it is 
keptup. Many persons are compelled to work on the public roads 
many days in the year, who have not the time to spare to do so, 
without pay, and the necessities of whose families need the pro- 
ceeds of their entite labor for, their support; while on the other 
hand there are many. who ‘are exempt by law from’ working on the 
public roads, who are either able physically to work them, or pecu- 
niarily to pay for having it done, and who derive the greatest benefit 
from good roads when they are made, by the enhanced value good 
roads impart to their property, and by increasing the comforts and 
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facilities of travelling over them. In view of changing or modifying 
our present system, I most respectfully call your attention to the 
system of keeping up public roads in the States of Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania, where property and other taxes are levied for the purpose 
of keeping up the public roads and highways, and thereby carrying 
out the principle, that the individual who derives the greatest bene- 
fit from having them kept up, and in proper condition for the trav- 

_ eling public, shall pay correspondingly for the benefits thus confer- 
red. All persons should contribute to the support of the government 
under which they live, in proportion to the protection they’ may 
receivé from it. Our present road system, it must be conceded by 
all, operates most unjustly and unequally upon the great mass of 
the people, and ought to be changed. I therefore recommend to 
your consideration the propriety of so changing or modifying the 
present’system as to conform it to the requirements of the public 
judgment and wants of the country, and that it be done during the 
present session of the Legislature. 


EDUCATION. 


The members of the General Assembly and the Executive of the 
State, in entering upon the discharge of their official duties, en- 
paged to perform and obey the solemn obligations imposed on them 

y the constitution of the State. The framers of the constitution, 
from a high sense of their moral obligation to the whole people, and 
with a thorough knowledge of the great importance and the want 
of an efficient system for educational purposes, declared, in 1834, 
in the most emphatic language, that “ knowledge, learning and vir- 
tue, being essential to the preservation of republican institutions, 
and the diffusion of the opportunities and advantages of education 
throughout the different portions of the State, being highly condu- 
cive to the promotion of this end, it shall be ihe duty of the General 
Assembly ,in all future periods of ihis government, lo cherish literature 
and science.” 

It must be apparent to all, that our present system of common 
school education falls very far short of coming up to the imperative 
commands of the constitution. If the law establishing our system 
of common schools had been perfect in all its details, the common 
school fund has been heretofore wholly inadequate to put it into 
practical and efficient operation throughout the State. At the pre- 
sent period, and for a Jong time past, our common schools have been 
doing little or no good, but, onthe contrary, have, in many instances, 
and in different parts of the country, been rather in the way than 
otherwise, preventiug the people from getting up and having schoola 
upon their own responsibility, and at their own expense. The time 
has surely arrived when the Legislature and the people should lay 
hold of this important subject with a strong and unfaltering-band. 
All very readily concur in the opinionthat something ought to be 
done to promote the cause of education, and still there are no effect- 
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ive steps taken. All who entertain any personal and State pride 
must feel deeply wounded when they are told by the recént census 
that Tennessee, though the fifth State in the Union, in many of the 
great elements necessary to make'her one of the proudest and most 
respected, stands last and lowest oni the list of education, save one, 
of all the States composing this confederacy. +The great difficulty 
that seems to have been in the way, and the excuse for doing noth- 
ing more than we have done, is, that we have had no means,‘and 
that our school fund was too small to do more than.we have done. If 
we are sincere in what we profess for the cause of education, we 
should, without hesitation, provide means to accomplish it. There 
is one way, if no other, that the children of the State can be educa- 
ted, which is obvious to, all, and that is, to levy and collect a tax 
from the‘ people of the whole State, or to authorize the county 
courts, separately, to do so in their respective counties, in such 
manner as may be deemed by them most ‘acceptable to the people, 
sufficient in amount, when added to our present school fund, to give 
life and energy to our dying or dead system of common school edu- 
cation. We should at-once make such additions to our school fund 
as will make it large enopgh to vitalize the cause of common schools, 
a i make its influence felt- in every family throughout the 
tate. (` t ; i l 
While there are millions being appropriated to aid in the various 
works of internalimprovement, can there be nothing done for edu- 
cation? While we are erecting magnificent State edifices, with 
niches and rotundas accommodated to the reception of fine statues 
and gorgeous paintings—the exterior presenting all the grandeur of 
carved and massive columns which architectural ingenuity can in- 
veut or display——the base of the building to be finished with a sùita- 
ble terrace, together with public grounds, handsomely enclosed: and 
laid out in promenades, as taste and extravagance may suggest, 
and then to be studded over with monuments and works of statua- 
ry, in imitation of oriental splendor and folly, and which will, in all, 
when completed in a corresponding style to the main structure, cost 
the people of the State not, less'than a million and’a half or two 
million of dollars—I repeat the inquiry, while all these things are 
being done by the legislature, and that, too, at the public expense, 
can there be nothing done to. advance the great cause of education? 
“Upon the increase and diffusion of education among the. great. 
mass of the people, and the elevation of labor, depends, to a.very 
great extent, the perpetuity of our free institutions.) I feel that I 
cannot too strongly and too earnestly press the importance.of this 
subject upon‘ your consideration:{Let us now, if possible, commence 
the workin good faith, and carry out the high behest of the constitu- 
tion, and the rising generation will-:réalize the benefits that will ne- 
cessarily flow trom it:} It will develop, in its benign operation, the 
intellect of our children, and qualify them for all the useful pursuits 
of life. It willbe worth far more to them than the accumulated 
wealth of the world combined. :

Inconcluding my remarks upon this important subject, I will call 
to my aid the language of another, which much more fully and for- 
cibly expresses the value and importance of education than anything 
that may or can be said by me: “Education is a companion which 
no misfortune can suppress—no clime destroy—no enemy alienate 
—no despotism enslave. At home, a friend; abroad, an introduc- 
tion; in solitude, a solace; insociety, an ornament. Itlessens vice, 
it guards virtue, it gives at once a grace and government to genius. 
Without it, what is man? asplendid slave! a reasoning savage! 
vascillating between the dignity of an intelligence derived from God, 
and the degradation of brutal passions,” 

The cause of education is now submitted to the Senators and 
Representatives of the people, to be disposed of as they, in their 
best judgment, may deem most conducive to the public good. 


TAX ON MERCHANTS. 

i 

There is some complaint with the mercantile interest, in conse- 
quence of the unequal and discriminating operation of our revenue 
laws regulating merchants’ license. The complaint is not without 
some foundation and good cause on their part. The law, as it now 
stands, requires all wholesale and retail dealers in merchandise in 
this State to first pay into the Treasury of the State one-half of 
one per cent. on the invoice cost of all goods vended by them. The 
main cause of complaint, as I understand it, is, that in the first 
place; the wholesale merchant, by the revenue law, is required to 
first pay into the treasury the half of one per cent., or fifty cents 
on the hundred dollars. After the taxis paid by him into the treas- 
ury, the retail merchant then purchases the same goods of him and 
takes them to another establishment, in or out of the county where 
purchased, as the case may be, and vends them again; for which 
he is required to pay one-half of one per cent., or fifty cents on the 
hundred dollars, into the treasury ; which is one per cent. paid to the 
State for the goods thus sold. By this process it will be perceived 
that the State Iays a double tax on the goods purchased from the 
wholesale dealer within the limits of the State. The business. re- 
tail dealer has no difficulty in understanding the operation, and 
finds it to his interest to go beyond the limits of the State to make 
his purchases, and thereby save the one-half of one per cent. in the 
purchase of his goods, or fifty cents on every, hundred dollars. 
It must be obvious to all business men, thatif the wholesale dealer 
is required first to pay the tax into the treasury, that when the re- 
tail merchant buys of him he must pay it back, and then when he 
makes sale of the goods, he must pay alike amountinto the treas- 
ury ; which is practically compelling the country merchant to pay 
a double tax to the State on the same goods; which, as a mat- 
ter of course, makes it his interest, to go beyond the limits of, the 
State to make his purchases, and become the customer of the for- 
-eign wholesale dealer, instead of the wholesale dealer at home; and 
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to that. extent operates against our own commercial cities and com- 
mercial men. ; = ; 

Itis most manifest to my mind that the practical effect of the 
revenue law, as it now stands; regulating merchants’ license, is to 
discriminate against the ‘merchant at home and in favor of the 
one abroad. The subject is, therefore, submitted to your considera- 
tion, with the hope that the law will be so modified as_to place the 
mercantile interest of the State on-an equal footing and in a field of 
fair competition with a like interest of the other States of the 
Union. l 


BANKS. 


‘The Bank of Tennessee is represented, in a report made by ‘the 
President to the General Assembly on the 10th day of October last, 
as beingin a sound and prosperous ¢ondition. While the Bank is 
undergoing an investigation by a committee appointed by the Leg- 
islature for that purpose, I will refrain from expressing any opinion 
in regard to its present condition, or making any definite recom- 
mendation as to what course the General Assembly ought to take 
in reference to its future management, more than, however, barely 
to suggest that the present would be. avery auspicious time to put 
the principal and all the branch banks iuto gradual liquidation ;. giv- 
ing ample and reasonable time to all persons who arè indebted’ to 
the institution to maké arrangements for-paying the amount they 
owe. The process of winding it up at the present time can be- 
made so gradual and easy as not to embarrass the indebted portion © 
of the community in the smallest degree, - 

A number of Banks have gone into operation under a law passed 
by the last General Assembly, and others, no doubt, will soon com- 
‘mience ; which will more than supply the: vacuum created by the 
» withdrawal of the. Bank of Tennessee, and furnish all the banking {a- 
cilities needed by the whole business portion of the country. As the 
capital of the Bank is withdrawn, it can be profitably invested in 
the bonds of the State, bearing an interest of six per cent. per an- 
num, which will be the safest and most judicious investment that 
can be made with the common school and other funds which are 
now ir the: Bank of Tennessee and under the control of the State. 
If the State can, in any reasonable time, dispose of the stock 
owned in the Union and Planters’ Banks upon good terms, or all 
other stocks owned by the State, it would be equally wise, safe and 
judicious to make a like-investment with the proceeds of such stocks 
in the six percent. bonds of the State. The number of intertrial 
improvement works which have been commenced, and which are en- 
titled to aid by law from the State, and the great number of others 
that are to be commenced, which will require the issuance of a large 
amount of State bonds, amounting to many millions of dollars, will 
“absorb the entire capital of the State Bank and all ‘the stocks 
owned by the State, if they are-invested in the bonds of the State, 
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as already indicated; which.investment, in my judgment, will be far 
safer and more profitable in the end, than in any bank, State or pri- 
vate. | : 


PENITENTIARY, 


This institution has, so far, failed in all the leading objects of its 
creation. The confinement of persons within the prison-house or 
prison walls of a penitentiary, with the view of reforming them in 
their moral character, has been proven by all experience to bea 
great error, and it is not now contended for as areforming institution 
by any one who has become at all familiar with the subject. There 
is not one in every thousand convicts whose moral condition is im- 
proved by such imprisonment; but, on the contrary, most of them 
if not all, are made worse than they were before, and become more 
confirmed in crime. ga 

Upon the subject of convicts becoming reformed by penitentiary 
imprisonment and association, Dr. John S. Young, former Secretary 
of State, in an able and elaborate report made on the 15th of Sep- 
tember, 1845, to the Commissioners of Public Buildings, and by 
them submitted to the Legislature, used the following language : 
“Iam entirely skeptical on the subject of reforming convicts by 
teaching them mechanical trades; little or no good results from it. 
When the convict leaves the prison, he lays down his cap, and with 
it his zrade. Hélooks back upon both as the badges of his disgrace; 
and the companions of hisimprisonmeht ; he aims to something else 
which he considers better than his trade, or returns to the re-com- 
mission of crime. The trade, in mostinstances, as I believe, serves 
to better qualify the vilan without reforming the mun. Those who 
would attempt the moral reformation of the felon must employ 
other means. They must bear in mind, that three-fourths of those 
who arestained with crime can neither read nor write. The mind 
must be cultivated in order to produce those genial influences which 
are calculated to remove vicious inclinations and base propensities, 
and give place to proper sensibilities and corrected feelings, from 
which altered intentions and virtuous actions must spring.” 

The trial, conviction and sentence by the court of persons to the 
penitentiary for violation of the laws, has had no restraining influ- 
ence whatever on immorality, and carries little or no terror to the 
mind of the evil doer. ‘The announcement in the court-house yard 
that such a person has been sentenced for so many years’ imprison- 
ment, is received with no alarm, but, on the contrary, with great in-: 
difference ; and it is the frequent remark that itis better for the in- 
dividual who has just been sentenced to so many years’ confine- 
ment—it will be far better for him. He will, while there, be enabled 
tolearn a good trade, and will live better there than‘he ever did be- 
fore. The Sheriff then prepares with his guards and starts with the 
convict for the penitentiary, making rather the impression, as he 
leaves, upon the mind of many spectators, that the prisoner has done 
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wellin obtaining a travelling trip of pleasure and'a money-making 
business for the sheriff and his escort, and hein the,end to be made 
one of the mechanics of the country. > In fine, on these two points, 
it will be readily perceived, the penitentiary reforms no one after 
he is confined within its walls; and the sentence of the court and 
confinement together, deters no one from a violation of the laws of 
the land. 

In the next place, the system has fallen far below the expense in- 
curred ‘in the erection of the establishment, and the annual cost of 
carrying it on, up to the present time. Upon a close examination 
of all the items properly chargeable to the institution, after giving 
full credit for all that itis entitled to, there will still be found a deficit 
_ of not less than one hundred thousand do!lars-—probably much 

more. I have obtained sufficient data from Mr. Love, the principal 
book-keeper, who has appeared very accommodating and much dis- 
posed to afford every: facility in his power to remove all difficulty _ 
in getting at the true financial condition of the institution, together 
with a report recently made by the Coniptroller to the Senate, show- 
ing how much has been paid out ofthe treasury for the conveyance 
of convicts to the penitentiary, to satisfy my. mind-that the State 
has incurred a heavy loss by the penitentiary. It will take butlittle 
investigation of this subject to satisfy any discerning mind that the 
penitentiary-system exerts no beneficial moral influence‘on society, 
in or out of the penitentiary, and that it is now, and has been, an 
incumbus on the treasury, and will most likely continue so, unless, 
the whole establishment undergoes a thorough.change. 

While the institution has failed in all the leading objects of its 
creation, the manner in which it has been conducted has been made 
to operate injuriously upon the mechanical interest of the country.— 
It has been made practically a State mechanic institute, fostered and 
sustained by the treasury of the State, and brought into direct com- 
petition with the mechanics of the country to the extent of its en- 
tire operation. The conditions upon which persons are admitted 
into this State mechanic institute, are very discriminating and invid- 
ious‘in their character. Before the candidate can obtain admission 
to the high privilege of being employed in this institution, at any 
one ofthe branches of business carried on there, he must first com- 
mit the horrid crime of murder, arson,.larceny, rape, or some other 
one óf the offences violative of law. He must then stand a trial in 
some of our courts of justice, and then receive a certificate from the 
presiding judge that these facts are all true, and in addition to this, 
he must be accompanied by the high sheriff of the county and his 
retinue to the State Mechanic Institute. Having arrived, his ereden- 
tial are presented, and such other evidences as may be required, 
that he is a fit and worthy candidate, having passed through the or- 
deal necessary and proper to his qualification for admission, hé is 
then received by the proprictor of the institute, and safely conducted 
to the stone ‘mazon’s, sculptor’s, orsome:other department, and there 
begins his new vocation of reducing the rough and unpolished mar- 
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ble toshape and fashion. The hands that are yet crimson with the 
blood of the unoffending, are made to ply the mallet and chisel, as 
did Socrates, the Grecian philosopher and statesman—perhaps, too, 
in the course of his servitude, with the same guilty hand,.to engrave 
upon the tomb of the departed and illustrious dead, the lines which 
are intended to indicate to the inquiring living their many virtues 
and exalted worth. And so, also, with allthe other departments 
that are carried on in this institution: there might be similar illus- 
trations made in reference to tailors, shoemakers, hatters, black- 
smiths, wagon makers, &c., &c. 

The State, by the establishment ofthis institution, and the pas- 
sagė of laws to sustain it, gathers from every county in the State all 
the incorrigible offenders who are known to the law, and after col- 
lecting them within the walls of the penitentiary, embarks in all the 
branches of mechanism, and openly enters the field of competition 
with the mechanics of the’ country. The mechanics outside of the 
penitentiary are required, by all the obligations of good citizens, in 
peace as well as war, to submit to taxation to sustain the govern- 
ment under which they live, and at the same-time compete with the 
State in their own branches of business. This policy of the State. 
in carrying on the branches of mechanism, and the employment of . 
all the felons of the country at them, has a direct tendency 
to degrade the mechanics of the country asa body. Felon ‘and 
mechanic, crime and mechanism, from their close association, be- 
come corresponding terms in the public mind. The felons, after 
having served out their time, are turned loose upon the country, to 
mix with the mechanics as best they may, and perchance to- become 
inmates oftheir families, and companions in their shops. Is it right 
that this description of our population should be thrown upon, and 
associated with, the honest and industrious mechanics of the State, 
either in person or profession? There is an instinctive repugnance 
inthe bosom ofall honorable men, and it is reduced:to practice by 
nearly all those who have, charge of our cemeteries, by excluding the 
felon from being associated with us even in the grave. Ifitis de- 
grading to be associated witha felon after we are dead, it must be 
much more so fo be associated with him while we are living. 

In conclusion, upon this subject, I must be permitted to make-one 
earnest appeal, and that is, for the legislature to so direct the future 
management of the affairs of the penitentiary, by their legislation, as 
to protect this Jarge and respectable portion of our fellow-citizens 
from this degrading association and competition, by excluding all 
the branches of mechanism from the penitentiary. 


JUDICIARY. ` 


The true foundation of our Judiciary is tobe found in the Bill ọf 
Rights, which was adopted by the sovereign people in: the year 
1796, and was, in the year 1834, re-affirmed. In the 17th section, 
they have declared in the most emphatic-manner, “that all courts 
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shall be open, and every man for an injury done him, in his lands, 
goods, person or reputation, shall have remedy by due course of | 
law, and right and justice administered without sale, denial or.de-° ° 
lay.” “Right and justice” is to be administered without sale, denial 
or delay’-—this is laid down as the basis, as the foundation of our 
whole system of jurisprudence; and it is imperative on the legisla- 
ture in the organization of our courts to-conform them to the prin- 
ciples herein laid down. To a correct understanding of the kind of 
courts to be established, we should first determine what is meant by 
the terms “right and justice,” as used in the bill of rights. The 
most approved. authors define the term right: “ Conformity to hu- 
man laws, or to other human standards of truth, propriety or justice.” 
“ Justice—the constant and perpétual disposition to render every 
man his due,” &c. In this connection we might consider the mean- 
ing of equity also. In an enlarged and legal view, “ Equity, in its 
true and genuine meaning, is the soul and spirit of the law.” In this, 
“equity is madè synonymous with justice.” Right, justice and 
equity, according to common.sense, and the best authorities, 
mean the same thing. When it comes to establishing a court or a 
tribunal, or it may be called by any other name, which is intended 
asa standard by which the precise difference can be determined be- 
tween the contending parties, it is imperative on the legislature to 
establish that standard which will accomplish the great end as de 
signed in the bill of rights, and ifit were possible to so organize our 
courts, that when parties came into them to have their differences ad- 
justed, for the couit and jury to ascertain whatis the precise equity 
between the parties, and then to determine that as the law of the 
case, “ equity being the soul and spirit of the law”—in other words, 
making the equity of the case, the law of the case. Taking the bill of 
rights as the foundation for our courts, the inquiry very naturally 
arises as to whether our courts, as now established, under the sixth 
section, first article of the constitution, are in conformity with the 
principles herein laid down. This article says, “the judicial power 
of the State shall be vested in one supreme court, in such.inferior 
courts as the legislature shall ordain and establish.” This provision 
of the constitution would seem to give great latitude. to the legisla- 
ture in the organization of the courts. But the exercise of this pow- 
er by the legislature must be in strict confonmity with the principles 
laid down in the bill of rights. The bill of rights, being the better

part of the constitution, is paramount. 


p o 


In all questions of apparent conflict between the bill of rights 
and the constitution, they should be reconciled and made to harnion- 
ize, if possible; but where there is a final repugnance, the constitu- 
tion must give way, it bearing the same relation to the bill of rights 
that alaw does to the constitution. Hence, inthe organization of 
the courts, the legislature has no authority under the sixth article, 
to depart from this great and fundamental principle, as ‘laid downin 
thé bill-of rights, or the better part of the constitution. 
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Under the constitution of 1796, judges of the supreme and infe- 
v ‘rior courts were appointed by the legislature to office, during good 
behavior. The legislature conferred upon the courts chancery and 
law jurisdiction, which was exercised by them for thirty-eight years, 
or till 1835. The people, after making this experiment, became 
well satisfied that our judicial system was exceedingly defective, 
falling far short of carrying out the great principles, as contempla- 
ted in the bill of rights. 
` In 1884, the people again, in convention,so changed the constitu- 
tion as to make it more in conformity with the great idea of right 
and justice, by changing the tenure of all judicial officers from that 
of life to a term of years, and at the same time referring back many 
other elections to themselves which had been given up in the con- 
stitution of 1796. 

These changes in the constitution have been effected, in part, for 
the purpose of conforming the courts of the country, in their whole 
structure, to the wants and necessities of the people. There has 
been evident dissatisfaction with the courts of the country fora 
number of years past. The people find fault with the judges, com- 
plain of lawyers, and sometimes condemn jurors, affording conclu- 
sive evidence that there is a wrong somewhere: Delay, expense 
and perplexity of mind on the part of the litigants—confidence in 
the courts much impaired in the publicestimation. Under our pre- 
sent system, an individual goes into what is termied a court of law, 
to obtain justice in some matter of controversy, and after much 
time is spent and expenses incurred, he comes out of law with along 
bill of costs to pay, and if he complains of the proceeding, he is 
told that his case was a good one, but he was unfortunate in bring- 
ing his action in the wrong court ; that his remedy is not in law, but 
in chancery. Another individual brings his suit in a court of chan- 
cery, and after a like delay of time and trouble in filing bills and 
hearing answers, he is turned out of court with a long bill of cost 
and charges to pay, and he is consoled in the same way by telling 
him his case is a good one, but his remedy is not in chancery, but 
in a court of law, there being no equityin his case; and in this way 
parties are kept oscillating from a court of chancery to a court of 
law, and from a court of law to a court of chancery, until, in the 
end, if the end ever comes, the substance of the parties is, in many 
instances consumed, and the gainer of the suit is ‘frequently the 
loser, and the unfortunate party goes into immediate bankruptcy.— 
This is the manner in whichlaw and equity is administered under our 
present system of jurisprudence, which, in fact, is the great cause of 
complaint of the parties who go into ourcourts to obtain justice and 
a want of confidence onthe part of the people in the courts of law 
and chancery. l 

Upon this subject I shall take high ground, and assume that the 
courts can be so organized, thatlaw and equity can be administered 
by thesame court, by the same judge and jury, and at the same 
time, and that, too, without ‘sale, denial or dely.” Let the courts 
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of law and chancery be blended or converted into one court, (it is 
not material by what name you call it)—or, in other words, let 
the law and the equity of the case be heard by the court and jury 
at the same time—let the parties, if necessary, be examined in open 
court—let all the restraints and barriers be removed—all false issues 
and collateral questions be thrown aside, and the cause tried upon 
the naked merits involved, and thereby administer “right and jus- 
oe to the contending parties, and let them go hence without 
delay. 

„I feel well assured that the people, throughout the State, expect 
legislative action npon this subject before the close of your session. 
This is a most propitious tiine for bringing about the change in our 
judiciary, as indicated, the people having removed all constitutional 
difficulties that were in the way, by the adoption of the recent 
amendments to the constitution. There is now a bill before your 
honorable body, entitled a bill, “ To abridge and simplify the plead- 
ings, practice and proceedings in the courts of justice in this State,” 
which will, if passed into a law, accomplish much in conforming the 
practice in the courts to the requirements of the bill of rights and 
the wants of the people. In recommending this bill to your favor- 
able consideration, or some one very similar in -its provisions, I am 
not recommending a new and untried experiment, but one which 
has been tried and approved by many of our sister. States. It will 
and can succeed with us as it has with them, if the experiment is 
fully and fairly made, and will, no doubt, give general satisfaction 
here, as it has there, by simplifying, cheapening and shortening the 
process by which litigants may obtain “right and justice.” 

That the bill referred to has been prepared, by its originator with 
great care and much labor, is manifest to all who will give it a care- 
ful examination; and itis believed, after passing the legislative ordeal 
will be so improved as more closely to approximate the intentions 
and design of those who framed the constitution. The leading prin- 
ciples of the measure now recommended to your favorable consider- 
ation, have been advocated by me since my first entrance into pub- 
lic life, in the year 1835; and my reflection and observation together 
with the successful experimént which has been made in other States 
of the Union, have tended to confirm me in the opinion that it ought 
to be adopted in this State, and that, too, before the adjournment 
of the present Legislature. 

In connection with this subject, I would recommend that, at the 
earliest moment practicable, ample provision be made for bringing 
on all the elections as contemplated by the amendments to the con- 
stitution. i 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


a 


Under the provisions of the Federal Constitution, Congress has 
adopted a standard of Weights and Measures, and by a resolution 
in 1836, deposited with the several States a set of those weights 
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and measures. A portion of this set has been sent to the State of 
Tennessee, and is now in the Secretar\’s office; the remainder can 
probably be had upon application. But this provision, to establish 
a uniform standard of weights and measures, is wholly insufficient 
under the existing laws on that subject. Indeed, no law has 
been passed since this standard was adopted, or since the dis- 
tribution of the weights and measures among the States, and of 
course there is nothing in our State law requiring our standard keep- 
ers to conform to this general standard. lt seems to me that a law 
ought to be passed requiring the standard keeper for each county to 
have his weights and measures Compared with, and tested by, the 
standard furnished by Congress. And that there should be some re- 
sponsible functionary, known to the law, whose duty it should be to 
take inspection of this comparison and test, and when fairly and 
accurately made, to seal or mark the weight and measure so tried, 
with some official and authoritative brand or stamp—without some 
provision of this kind, the provisions the act of Congress are 
nugatory, and no authoritative assurance is given that there will be 
any uniformity in the weights and measures throughout the State. 
Without a conformity to this common standard, great and constant 
injustice may be done to our own citizens, or unintentionally prac- 
ticed by them, in all our interchange of commodities with other 
States, or among themselves. 


CONSULAR CONVENTION. 


There has been transmitted to the Executive department, by the 
secretary of State of the United States, a copy of a “Consular Con- 
vention between the United States of America and his majesty the 
Emperor of the French,” concluded on the 23d February last, be- 
tween the United States and France, accompanied with a circular, 
which will explain the object of its transmission; both of which are 
herewith submitted for your consideration. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED 
STATES, 


I will most respectfully call the attention of the General Assem- 
bly to the fifth article of the Constitution of the United States, 
which prescribes the mode and manner of amendment tọ that in- 
strument, and, also, three propositions to amend the Constitution of 
the United States, which are appended to and made a part of this 
message, which isrespectfully submitted for consideration and action 
by the General Assembly. In submitting this subject, I shall make 
no long or labored argument to the Legislature, or the country, to 
prove the importance and necessity of adding these three amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the United States. All who are in 
favor of popularizing our free institutions as far as may be practi- 
cable, and bring the general government nearer to the people, will 
receive and treat them as self-evident propositions. 
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I will conelude, by adding, that they were the doctrines of Jeffer- 
son, of Jackson, Macon, and a number of other statesmen and pa- 
triots, whose opinions are at all times entitled to the respect and 
consideration of the American people. 


NATIONAL HOMESTEAD. 


I feel that I cannot conclude this message without urging upon 
your consideration the importance and propriety of instructing our 
Senators in the Congress of the United States, and requesting our, 

| Representatives to use all reasonable exertion to procure the passage 
jof a bill granting to every head of a family, who is a citizen of the 
United States, a “ Homestead” of one hundred and sixty acres of 
land, out of the public domain, upon condition of settlement and 
cultivation for a number of years. This is a measure of no ordina- 
ry consideration to the American people, and the correctness of its 
policy has been settled in the public judgment, and would have 
been the law long before this time, had the popular will been carried 
out by the Congress of the United States. I therefore hope that 
you will take such action as will reflect the popular sentimentof the 
sovereign people of this State, and thereby contribute the weight of 
your influence to the consummation of this great measure. 


Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: I have 
now brought to your favorable notice, in as brief a manner as the 
nature and importance of the subject would permit me to do, such 
measures and suggestions as have been deemed worthy of your con- 
sideration, and entitled to receive legislative action. And I have 
done this with the earnest hope that they may meet your cordial ap- 
probation, and that they be given that direction which you, in your 
better judgment, may consider most conducive to the public good; 
‘and, further, I would most fondly indulge the hope that T have nei- 
ther in the measures submitted to your consideration, or the manner 
of submitting them, transcended the limits of that courtesy whichis 
due from one co-ordinate branch of the government to another, and 
which should be preserved at all times inviolate. 

In conclusion of this, my first message to a deliberative body, per- 
mit me to invoke, in aid of your deliberations, the guardian-spirit of 

an over-ruling Providence, and that all your legislative acts may be 
so thoroughly imbued with patriotism and wisdom, that when you 
shall have closed your arduous and perplexing labors as Representa- 
tives of a sovereign State, and shall have returned home to the cir- 
cle of your families and friends, you will receive the welcome salu- 
tation of an honest and confiding constituency, of “ well done, thou 


good and faithful servant.” |

CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES—Aaricre 5ru, 


Of Amendments. 


t Congress, whenever two-thirds of both Houses shall deem it ne- 
cessary, shall propose amendments to this Constitution, or the appli- 
cation of the Legislatures of two-thirds of the several States shall 
call a Convention for’proposing amendments, which, in either case, 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes, as part of this Constitu- 
tion, when ratified by the Legislatures of three-fourths of the sever- 
al States, or by conventions in three-fourths thereof, as the one or 
the other mode of ratification may be proposed by Congress ; provi- 
ded that no amendment which may be made prior to the year one 
thousand eight hundred and eight, shallin any manner affect the 
first and fourth classes in the ninth section of the first article; and 
that no State, without its consent, shall be deprived of its equal 
suffrage in the Senate.”

JOINT RESOLUTION, 
Proposing amendments to the Constitution of the United States. 


‘Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
Staies of America,in Congress assembled, two-thirds of both Houses 
concurring, That the following amendments to the Constitution of 
the United States be proposed to the legislatures of the several 
States, which, when ratified by the legislatures of three-fourths of 
the States, shall be valid to all intents and purposes as part of the 
Constitution : 

That hereafter, the President and Vice President of the United 
States shall be chosen by the people of the respective States, in the 
manner following: Each State shall be divided, by the legislature 
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thereof, into districts, equal in number to the whole number of Sen 
ators and Representatives to which such State may be entitled in the 
Congress of the United States; the said districts to be composed of 
contiguous territory, and to contain as nearly as may be, an equal 
number of persons entitled to berepresented under the Constitution, 
and to be laid off, for the first time, immediately after the ratification 
of this amendment, and afterwards, at the session of the legislature 
next ensuing the apportionment of representatives, by the Congress 
tof the United States ; that,on the first Thursday in August, in the“ 
year eighteen hundred and fifty-six, and on the same day every 
fourth year thereafter, the citizens of each State who possess the 
qualifications requisite for electors of the most numerous branch of 
the State legislatures, shall meet within their respective districts 
and vote for a President and Vice President of the United States, 
one of whom at least shall be an inhabitant of the same State with 
themselves : and the person receiving the greatest number of votes 
for President, and the one receiving the greatest number of votes for 
Vice President in each: district, shall be holden to kave received one 
vote; which fact shall be immediately certified by the Governor of 
State, toeach of the Senators in Congress from such State, and to 
the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House.of Rep- 
resentatives, The Congress of the United States shall be in ses- 
sion on the second Monday in October, in the year eighteen hundred 
and fifty-six, and on the same day every fourth year thereafter ; and 
the President of the Senate, in the presence of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, shall open all the certificates, and the 
votes shall then be counted. The person having the greatest num- 
ber of votes for President, shall be President, if such number be 
equalto a majority of the whole number of votes given ; but if no 
person have such majority, then a second election shall be held on 
the first Thursday in the month of December then next ensuing, 
between the persons having the two highest numbers for the office 
of President; which second election shall be conducted, the result 
certified, and the votes counted, in the same manner as in the first; 
and the person having the greatest number of votes for President, 
{shall be President. But, if two or more persons shall have receiv- 
ed the greatest, and an equal number of votes, at the second elec- 
| tion, then the person who shall have received the greatest number 
| of votes in the greatest number of States, shall be President, The 
| person having the greatest number of votes for Vice President, at 
i the first election, shall be Vice President if such number be equal 
į to a majority of the whole number of votes given; andif no per- 
| son have such a majority, then a second election shall take place 
| between the persons having the two highest numbers, on the same 
| day that the second election is held for President; and the person 
| having the highest number of the votes for Vice President, shall be 
| Vice President. But if there should happen to’ be an equality of 
| Votes between the persons so voted for at the second election, then 
the person having the greatest number of votes in the greatest 
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number of States,shall be Vice President. But when a second elec- 
tion shall be necessary in the case of Vice President, and not ne. 
cessary in the case of President, then the Senate shall choose a 
Vice President from the persons having the two highest numbers in 
the first election, as is now prescribed in the constitution. 


Sec. 2. And beit further resolved, That article one, section three, 
be amerided by striking out the word “legislature,” and inserting in 
lieu thereof, the following words, viz: “persons qualified to vote for 
members of the most numerous branch of the legislature,” so as to 
make the third section of said article when ratified by three-fourths 
of the States, read as follows, to-wit: 


The Senate of the United States shall be composed of two Sen- 
ators from each State, chosen by the persons qualified to vote for 
the members of the most numerous branch of the legislature there- 
of, for six years, and each Senator shall have one vote. 


Sec. 4. And be it further resolved, That article three, section one, 
be amended by striking out the words “good behavior,” and insert- 
ing the following words, viz: “the term of twelve years.” And fur- 
ther, that said article and section be amended by adding the follow- 
ing thereto, viz: “and it shall be the duty of the President of the 
United States, within twelve months after the ratification of this 
amendment by three-fourths of all the States as provided by the 
Constitution of the United States, to divide the whole number of 
judges as near as may be practicable, into three classes. The seats 
of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration cf the fourth year 
from such classification; of the second class, at the expiration of 
the eighth year; and of the third class, at the expiration of the 
twelfth year, so that one-third may be chosen every fourth year 
thereafter.” 

The article as amended, will read as follows: 


ARTICLE IIK 


Section 1. The judicial power of the United States shall be ves- 
ted in one Supreme Court, and such inferior courts as the Congress 
from time to time, may ordain and establish. The judges, both of 
the supreme and inferior courts, shall hold their offices during the 
term of twelve years, and shall, at stated times, receive for their 
services, a compensation, which shall not be diminished during their 
continuance in office. And it shall be the duty of the President 0 
the United States, within twelve months after the ratification of this 
amendment by three-fourths of all the States, as provided by the Con- 
stitution of the United States, to divide the whole number of judges 
as near as may be practicable, into three classes. The seats of the 
judges of the first class, shall be vacated at the expiration of te, 
fourth year from such classification ; of the second class, at the ex- 
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piration of the eighth year; and of the third class, at the expiration 
of the twelfth year, so that one-third may be chosen every fourth 
year thereafter.” 

This is merely submitted as one plan of amendment, to accom- 
plish the contemplated change in the constitution of the United 
States—any other plan more perfect, and more in conformity with 
the whole structure of the Government, will be equally acceptible. 
It is expected that the amendments will be put in the most perfect 
form possible, that can be divised by the exercise of your better 
judgment. 


CIRCULAR. 


DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
Wasuweron, 19th Oct. 1858. 


To His Ercellency the Governor of the State of Tennessee. 


Sir: I have the honor to.enclose to Your Excellency, a copy of 
the Consulor Convention, of the 23d of February last, between the 
United States. and France, and to invite Your Excellency’s atten- 
tion to the second paragraph of its seventh article. Pursuant to the 
stipulation therein contained, the Pre-~ident engages to recommend 
to those States ofthe Union, by whose laws aliens are not permitted 
to holdreal estate, the passage of such laws as may be necessary 
for the purpose of conferring that right. In accordance with the 
stipulation adverted to, the President directs me to communicate to 
your Iixcellency his recommendation that if, pursuant to existing 
laws, French subjects should not be allowed to hold real estate in 
Tennessee, that right may, by law, be conferred upon then.

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a Consular Convention between the United States of 
America and His Majesty the Emperor of the French, was concluded 
and signed, in this city, by their respective plenipotentiaries, on the 
twenty-third day of February last which Convention as amended 
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by the Senate of the United States, and being in the English and 
French languages, is, word for word, as follows : 


Consular Convention between ihe United States of America and his 
Majesty the Emperor of the French. 


The President of the United States of America, and his Majesty 
the Emperor of the French, being equally desirous to strengthen 
the bonds of friendship between the two nations, and to give a new 
and more ample development to their commercial intercouse, deem 
it expedient, for the accomplishment of that purpose, to concludea 
special convention which shall determine, in a precise and reciprocal 
manner, the rights, privileges, and duties of the consuls of the two 
countries. 

Accordingly they have named— 

The President of the United States: 

The Honorable Edward Everett, Secretary of State of the United 
States ; 

His Majesty the Emperor of the French: 

The Count de Sartiges, Commander of the Imperial order of the 
Legion of Honor} &c., &c., his Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary at Washington ; 

Who, after communicating to each other their full powers, found 
in good and due form, have agreed upon the following articles : 


ARTICLE I. 


The consuls general, consuls and vice-consuls, or consular agents 
ofthe United States and France, shall be reciprocally received and 
recognized, on the presentation of their commissions, in the form 
established in their respective countries. The necessary exequatur 
for the exercise of their functions shall be furnished to them without 
charge; and on the exhibition ofthis exequatur, they shall be ad- 
mitted at once, and without difficulty, by the territorial authorities, 
federal or State, judicial or executive, of the ports, cities, and places 
of their residence and district, to the enjoyment of the prerogatives 
reciprocally granted. The governmentthat furnishes the exequatur 
reserves the right to withdraw it on a statement of the reasons for 
which it has thought proper to do so. 


ARTICLE II. 


The consuls general, consuls, and vice-consuls, or consular agents 
of the United States and France, shall enjoy in the two countries the 
privileges usually accorded to their offices, such as personal immu- 
nity, exceptin the cases of crime, exemption from military billet- 
ings, from services in the militia or national guard, and other duties 
of the same nature; and from all direct and personal taxation, 
whether federal, State, or municipal. If, however, the said consuls 
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general, consuls, vice-consuls, orconsular agents, are citizens of the 
country in which they reside; if they are, or become, owners of 
property there, or engage in commerce, they shall be subject to the 
same taxes and imposts, and with the reservation of the treatment 
granted to commercial agents, to the same jurisdiction, as other 
citizens of the country who are owners of property, or merchants. 

They may place on the outer door of their offices, or of their 
dwelling-houses, the arms of their nation, with an inscription in these 
words : “Consul of the United States,” or “Consul of France ;” 
and they shall be allowed to hoist the flag of their country théreon. 

They shall never be compelled to-appear as witness before the 
courts. When any declaration for judicial purposes, or deposition, 
is to be received from them in the administration of ‘justice, they 
shall be invited, in writing, to appear in court, and if unable to do 
so, their testimony shall be requested in writing, or be taken orally: 
at their dwellings. 

Consular pupils shall enjoy the same personal privileges and im- 
munities as consuls general, consuls, vice-consuls, or consular 
agents. 

In case of death, indisposition, or absence of the latter, the chan- 
cellors, secretaries, and consular pupils attached to their offices, shall 
be entitled to discharge ad interim the duties oftheir respective 
posts ; and shall enjoy, whilst thus acting, the prerogatives granted 
to the incumbents. 


ARTICLE Itt. 


The consular offices and dwellings shall be inviolable. The: 
local authorities shall not invade them under any pretext. In no 
case shall they examine or seize the papers there deposited. In no 
case shall those offices or dwellings be used as places of Asylum. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The consuls general, consuls, vice-consuls, or consular agents, of 
both countries, shall have the right to complain to the authorities 
of the respective governments, whether federal or local, judicial or 
executive, throughout the extent of their consular district, of any in-: 
fraction of the treaties or conventions existing ‘between the United 
States and France, or for the purpose of protecting informally the 
rights and interests of their countrymen, especially in‘cases of ab- 
sence. Should there be no diplomatic agent of their nation, they 
shall be authorized, in case of need, to have recourse to the general 
or federal government of the country in which they exercise their 
functions.

The respective consuls general, and consuls, shall be free to estab- 
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lish, in such parts of their districts as they may see fit, vice-consuls, 
or consular agents, who may take indiscriminately from among 
Americans of the United States, Frenchmen, or citizens of other 
countries. These agents, whose nomination, it is understood, shall 
be submitted to the approval of the respective governments, shall be 
provided with a certificate given to them by the consul by whom 
they are named, and under whose orders they are to act. 


ARTICLE YI. 


The consuls general, consuls, vice-consuls, or consular agents, shall 
have the right of taking at their offices or bureaux, at the domicil of 
the parties concerned, or on board ship, the declarations of captains, 
crews, passengers, merchants, or citizens of their country, and of 
executing there all requisite papers. 

The respective consuls general, consuls, vice-consuls, or consular 
agents, shall have the right, also, to receive at their offices, or 
bureaux, conformably to the laws and regulations of their country, 
all acts of agreement executed between the citizens of their own ' 
country and the citizens or inhabitants of the country in which they 
reside, and even all such acts between the latter, provided that these 
acts relate to property situated, or to business to be transacted, in 
the territory of the nation to which the consul or the agent before 
whom they are executed may belong. 

Copies of such papers, duly authenticated by the consuls general, 
consuls, vice-consuls, or consular agents, and’ sealed with the of- 
ficial seal of their consulate or consular agency, shall be admitted in 
courts of justice throughout the United States and France, in like 
manner as the originals. 


ARTICLE VII. 


In all the States of the Union, whose existing laws permit it, so 
long and to the same extent as the said laws shall remain in {orce, 
Frenchmen shall enjoy the right of possessing personal and real 
property by the same title and in the same manner as the citizens of 
the United States. They shall be free to dispose of it as they may 
please, either gratuitously or for value received, by donation, testa- 
ment, or otherwise, just as those citizens themselves , and in no case 
shall they be subjected to taxes on transfer, inheritance, or any others 
diflerent from those paid by the latter, or to taxes which shall not 
be equally imposed. 

As tothe States of the Union, by whose existing laws leins are 
not permitted to hold real estate, the President engages to re- 
commend tothem the passage of such laws as may be necessary for 
the purpose of conferring this right. 

In like manner, but with the reservation of the ulterior right of 
establishing reciprocity in regard to possession and, inheritance, the 
government of France accords to the citizens of the United States

the same rights within its territory in respect to real and personal 
property, and to inheritance, as are enjoyed there by its own citizens. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The respective consuls general, consuls, vice-consuls, or consular 
agents, shall have exclusive charge of the internal order of the mer- 
chant vessels of their nation, and shall alone take cognizance of dif- 
ferences which may arise, either at sea or in port, between the cap- 
tain, officers, and crew, without exception, particularly in reference 
to the adjustment of wages and the execution of contracts. The 
local authorities shall not, on any pretext, interfere in these differ- 
ences, but shall lend forcible aid to the consuls, when they may ask 
it, to arrest and imprison all persons composing the crew whom 
they may deem it necessary toconfine. Those persons shall be ar- 
rested at the sole request of the consuls, addressed in writing to the 
local authority, and supported by an official extract from the regis- 
ter of the ship, or the list of the crew, and shall be held, during the 
whole time of their stay in the port, at the disposal of the consuls. 
Their release shall be granted at the mere request of the consuls, 
made in writing. The expenses of the arrest and detention of those 
persons shall be paid by the consuls. f 


ARTICLE IX. 


The respective consuls general, consuls, vice-consuls. or consular 
agents, may arrest the officers, sailors, and all other persons making 
part of the crews of ships-of-war or merchant vessels of their nation, 
who may be guilty or be accused of having deserted said ships and 
vessels, for the purpose of sending them on board, or back to their 
country. Tothat end, the consuls of France in the United States 
shall aply to the magistrates designated in the act of Congress of 
May 4, 1826—that is to say, indiscriminately to any of the federal, 
State, or municipal authorities ; and the consuls of the United States 
in France shall apply to any of the competent authorities, and make 
a request, in writing, for the deserters, supporting it by an exhibition 
of the registers of the vessel and list of the crew, or by other official 
documents, to show that the men whom they claim belonged to said 
crew. Upon such request alone, thus supported, and without the 
exaction of any oath from the consuls, the deserters, not being citi- 
zens of the country where the demand is made, either at the time-of 
their shipping or of their arrival in the port, shall be given up to 
them. All aid and protection shall be furnished them for the pursuit, 
seizure, and arrest of the deserters, who shall even be put and kept 
in the prisons of the country at the request and at the expense of the 
consuls, until these agents may find an opportunity ofsending them 
away. If, however, such opportunity should not present itself with- 
in the space of three months, counting from the day of the: arrest, 
the deserters shall be sét at liberty, and shall not again be arrested 
for the same cause. 
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ARTICLE X, 


The respective consuls general, consuls, vice-consuls, or consular 
agents, shall receive the declarations, protests, and reports of all 
captains of vessels of their nation, in reference to injuries experienced 
atsea; they shall examine and take note of the stowage ; and when 
there are no stipulations to the contrary between the owners, freight- 
ers, or insurers, they shall be charged with the repairs. If any in- 
habitants of the country in which the consuls reside, or citizens of a 
third nation, are interested in the matter, and the parties cannot 
agree, the competent local authority shall decide. 


ARTICLE XI. 


All proceedings relative to the salvage of American vessels wreck- 
ed upon the costs of Frauce, and of French vessels wrecked upon 
the coasts of the United States, shall be respectively directed by the 
consuls general, consula, and vice-consuls of the United States in 
France, and by the consuls general, consuls, and vice-consuls of 
France in the United States, and until their arrival by the respective 
consular agents, wherever an agency exists. In the places and 
ports where an agency does not exist, the local authorities, until 
the arrival of the consul in whose district the wreck may have occur- 
red, and who shall be immediately informed of the occurrence, shall 
take all necessary measures for the protection of persons and the 
preservation of property. 

The local authorities shall not otherwise interfere than for the 
maintenance of order, the protection of the interests of the salvors, 
if they do not belong to the crews that have been wrecked, and to 
carry into effect the arrangements made for the entry and exporta- 
tion of the merchandise saved, 

It is understood that such merchandise shal] not be subject to any 
custom-house duty if itis to be re-exported, and, if it be entered for 
consumption, a diminution of such duty shall be allowed in confor- 
mity with the regulations of the respective countries. 


ARTICLE XII, 


The respective consuls general, consuls, vice-consuls, or consular 
agents, as well as their consular pupils, chancellors, and secretaries, 
shall enjoy in the two countries all the other privileges, exemptions, 
and immunites, which may at any future time be granted to the 
agents of the same rank of the most favored nation. 


f ARTICLE XIII. 
The present convention shall remain in force for the space of ten 


years, from the day of the exchange of the ratification, which shall 
be made in conformity with the respective constitutions of the two 
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countries, and exchanged at Washington, within the period of six 
months, or sooner, if possible. In case neither party gives notice, 
twelve months before the expiration of the said period of ten years, 
of its intention not to renew this convention, shall remain in force a 
year longer, and so on from year to year, until the expiration of a 
year from the day on which one of the parties shall give such 
notice. 
‘In testimony whereof, the respective plenipotentiaries have signed 
this convention, and hereunto affixed their respective seals. 
Done at the city of Washington, the twenty-third day of Febru- 
ary, Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and fifty-three.

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States in 
Congress assembled : 

The General Assembly of the State of Tennessee would respect- 
fully bring to the favorable consideration of Congress, the claims of 
a large number of their citizens, which, in the opinion of this Gene- 
ral Assembly, are founded in justice, upon a patriotic sacrifice, and 
a prompt answer to the call of the country for military service. 

In the year 1836, under the call of the Governor of this State, in 
obedience to a requisition ofthe President of the United States, 
several companies of volunteers were mustered into the service, of 
the United States, to serve twelve months; and to prepare them- 
selves for the service made,many and great sacrifices. After they 
had been mustered into service, but within one month, the com- 
manding General ordered said volunteers to return to their homes, 
and there wait the further orders of. the President of the United 
States or the commanding General without pay. 

This order to return home has been decided by the Secretary of 
War an indefinite furlough, and the volunteers consequently: liable 
again at any time within the twelve months to be called into, the’ 
service of the United States. 
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Now as it has been the settled policy of the Government of the 
United States to reward the soldiers who have served the country 
faithfully, by a grant of a portion of the public lands ; and as, in the 
opinion ofthis General Assembly, the class of volunteers before re- 
ferred to are equal in merit with many others who have, by existing 
laws of Congress, received the munificence and liberality of their 
Government, by a grant of a portion of the public lands, it is res- 
pectfully recommended and urged that the Congress of the United 
States pass an act providing for the grant of lands in the same way 
and to the same extent, to the volunteers before referred to, as have 
been granted to those volunteers who continued in active service 
for three months. 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, 
That our Senators in Congress be instructed and our Representa- 
tives be requested to use all fair means in their power to have a law 
passed to carry into effect the object contemplated in the foregoing 
memorial. l

Mr. Jones, from the committee on Federal Relations, to which 
was referred the resolution, No. 56, made the following report} 

The committee on Federal Relations have had under considera- 
tion that portion of the Executive Message, which recommends the 
adoption, by Congress, of a homestead policy, together with resolu- 
tion, No. 56, and the amendment offered thereto, which were re- 
ferred to your committee by order of the Senate, and after having 
given to these several papers that patient investigation which their 
importance demands, and which the results of such a policy neces- 
sarily impose, beg leave to make the following report: 

In the survey and elucidation of a question of such magnitude and 
interest, and which, if adopted and engrafted upon the land policy 
of the Federal Government, looks to a thorough and radical change 
in that policy, your committee are naturally led into the history of 
the acquisition of our vast public domain—our present population— 
the means of peopling and cultivating this great national inherit- 
ance—the evils to be remedied, and the want and suffering to be al- 
leviated, and the benefits, both national and individual, which will 
result from the adoption of asystem, at once calculated to populate 
and develope the vast resources of this unoccupied domain. With 
a population of twenty-six millions of inhabitants; with every va- 
riety of climate, and adaptation to the most varied production; and 
with a geographical position upon the globe that stimulates all the 
branches of agriculture and manufactures, and gives the widestrange 
to the exchanges and commerce of the world, your committee are of 
opinion that the Government should so shape its policy as to im- 
os and give energy and force to all these natural advantages. 

our population is now chiefly confined to the eastern and western 
slopes of the Alleghany range. and a wilderness nearly as large as 
Europe, fertile in soil and rich in mineral wealth, lies vacant and 
unproductive west of the Mississippi. To engraft upon this exten- 
sive area of unoccupied land a policy that will give an impetus to 
settlement and production, and best conduce to the permanent in- 
terests and progress of the country, “is a consummation devoutly to 
be wished” for. That legislation that looks to the freedom of labor 
and to the comfort and independence of the citizen, and, at the 
same time, subserves the highest and noblest ends of society, en- 
riches and benefits, not only the citizen, but imparts strength and 
vigor to the Government.

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“By a report made to Congress in December, 1850, by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, we find the totalreceipts frdm the sale of pub- 
lic lands up to that date, amount to one hundred and thirty-five mil- 
lion, three hundred and thirty-nine thousand dollars ($ 185,8339,- 
000,) whilst the entire cost of the public lands, including the sum of 
fifteen millions of dollars ($.15,000,000,) paid France for the purchase 
of Louisiana; five millions of dollars ($5,000,000,) paid Spain for 
the acquisition of the Floridas; the extinguishment of Indian titles, 
surveying, selling and managing the public domain is-seventy-five 
millions of dollars ($75,000,000.”) There are: other charges, how- 
ever, that legitimately bélong’ to the public lands, created by virtue 
of the treaty of Gaudaloupe Hidalgo, and by the Act of- Congress 
of 1850, settling and defining the boundary line of the State of Tex- 
as; but when all the items of. expense properly chargeable to the 
public domain are summed up, the records show an excéss of receipts 
over expenditures, Your committee, from, the best evidence they 
have before them, assume the fact that the Federal Government has 
realized a larger amount of money by the sale of the public lands, 
than she has expended in their acquisition and management; and 
the grave and delicate question arises, as to whether it is sound pol- 
icy or in accordance with a true sense of political economy, to longer 
continue a system that monopolizes the very basis of all enlightened 
and refined society, hordes without profit, and withholds the means 
of subsistence and comfort from thousands of our needy and -desti- 
tute population ? ‘ i 5 : oe 
, Civilization, order, government, all depend upon the bounties of 
agriculture tor their incipient support; and commerce, not less de- 
pendent, gathers its earliest trophies from.the pioduct of the soil. 
Agriculture, in all ages of the world, has been the ally of thrift and 
independence, and the companion of contentment and all the noble 
virtues. . po , i 

Congress has the power to make all needful rules and regulations 
respecting the territory of the United States, and your committee, 
within the meaning and legitimate construction of.this provision, 
are of opinion that the Federal Government has.clearly the right to 
establish a policy with reference to the public lands, which, whilst it 


enlarges the field of agriculture, and gives the widest scope to the 


industry and energies of thousands, will enlarge the revenues, ele- 
vate the patriotism, and add-vigor and opulence to, the éommon- 
wealth. ‘ 
There is no axiom that commends itself more forcibly to the favor- 
able consideration of Government, than that which has for its two- 
fold object the welfare of individuals, as constituent elements of a 
general society, and likewise, so diffuses its benefits as to make gov- 
ernment really a beneficiary of its own munificence.’ That political 
philosophy which upholds a system that hampers millions of popu- 
lation within our large cities and densely inhabited districts, that 
cripples their energies—that deadens the finer feelings of the heart 
and to poverty and haggard want carries the incubus of misery avid 
325 ) 
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despair, is founded upon a false idea of the true relation between 
government and citizen. It is time in the opinion of your commit- 
tee, that a different and a policy more American should be adopted, 
which, whilst it opens and superinduces the settlement and cultiva- 
tion of the West, will pour its grateful tribute into the store-house of 
national wealth. ‘It cannot be doubted that the early settlement 
of these lands constitute the true interests of the Republic. The 
wealth and strength of a country are its population, and the best part 
of the population are the cultivators of the soil. Independnt farm- 
ers everywhere are the basis of society, and true friends of liberty.” 
Your committee heartily accord the sanction of their humble judg- 
ment. to this text of political wisdom, and hope and believe that the 
day is not distant when the policy, which it foreshadows, will realize 
the fondest expectations of the public. 

Why let this vast area of virgin soil lie unproductive, when you 
have a homeless population that would drive the ploughshare into 
its fertile bosom and turn it bare to the sunshine and the seasons, and 
make it yield an abundance of the comforts of life? A homestead 
of an hundred and sixty acres of land to every American citizen, 
who is the head of a family, who will settle and cultivate the same, 
ora portion thereof, for a period of years, rises above ordinary ‘polit- 
ical questions, and is closely interwoven and identified with the high- 
est and holiest interests of the Union in all the variety of its indus- 
trial pursuits, and the moral stamina and strength that it imparts to 
society and to Government ; and your committee are not advised of 
any plan for the disposition of the public lands that commends itself 
so eloquently to the philanthropy and benificence of the Government, 
as the one that looks to the glorious consummation of providing a 
hbome—-fixed and permanent—for our sterling destitute population, $ 
where they may reap the entire earnings of their toil, and cultivate} 
all the nobler affections that are inseparable from the domestic 
hearth-stone. 

It may be insisted that, inasmuch as these lands were acquired by 
the common blood and treasure, it would be unjust to provide a home,} 
free of charge, to the heads of families, because, from the very na- 
ture and organization of society, it would be utterly impossible for 
each and every American citizen to bring him or herself within the 
provisions of the law. In one sense the public lands may be regard; 
ed as belonging to every American citizen, and it does not appear to 
your committee that the adoption of ahomestead policy would mag 
terially change or destroy this idea of common property in the pub 
lic lands, but is really in accordance with, and conformable thereto 
This policy of giving it away to actual settlers, would clearly recogy 
nize, in all its force, the equality of American citizens in the dispeng 
sation of its bounties. Such a law would not discriminate betwee 
our citizens, but offers to all, who may be inclined to emigrate ang 
bring themselves within its provisione, equal and impartial justica 
The apparent injustice arises from-the dissimilar circumstances ani 
inclinations of persons themselves. Those around whom weal i 
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| had scattered its blessings, and were attached to the place of their , 
nativity by the associations of childhood, would remain around the 
old family altar; whilst others, pressed by want-and necessity, 
would avail themselves of the public bounty. Whilst such a system 
offers to all, it withholds from none. All are placed upon an equal 
footing, the millionare as well as the homeless yeoman. 

Earth is as indispensable an element in a well-balanced society 
as air is to the support of animal existence. In the retreat of rural 
industry, purity and simplicity find their appropriate abiding place. 
There is not that strife, nor jealousy, nor dependence that character- 
ize the other vocations of life. Pass the homestead law and hun- 
dreds who now linger about your cities in idleness and in want, will 
| migrate tothe West, rear the cabin. clear the forests andrear around 
‘them all the comforts of home. You will send a thrill of joy and 
gratitude to the poor man, wife and children, whom poverty con- 
fines to the old States, where it is almost impossible to lease or rent’ 
lands, Take them by the hand, by a wise and salutary policy, and 
invite them as pioneers ina Western civilization. Aid and encour- 
age him, for as he blazes the dim pathway through the forest and 
builds his cabin of logs. he becomes the nucleus around which will 
gather a society: compact, energetic and intelligent. Give them the 
means to germinate, and as the forests shall gradually recede before 
the hard blows of the axe and give way to fields of corn and other 
products, you willrealize, in the general thrift of these pioneers, a 
igrateful requital for your bounty. With an independent freehold, 
iwhere he is independent of imperious landlords, fixed in his own cas- 
tle and beneath his own vine and fig-tree, and with a heart full of 
loyalty to his county, he feels a nobler and’a better man. There is 
la motive; deep and fixed; a generous impulse to exertion. and an 
effort commensurate to the accomplishment of something that has 
‘ffor its object the elevation and education of his children. By fru- 

gality and economy he will husband the earnings of his toil, enlarge 
‘the limits of his freehold, and be enabled to give to hischildren that 

oral and intellectual instruction so essential to the enjoyment and 
happiness of life. ‘There’s a sweetness in the memory of the scenes 
of the family fireside; there cluster around it all the warmer affec- 
tions of our nature, and the heart pours ont its grateful offering upon 
he spot consecrated to our earlier pastimes, und to- the recollections 
f maturer manhood. A consciousness in‘the freeholder that he is 
mabled to rear his fortunes upon the partial munificence of his coun- 
$y, and that he is indeed an American farmer, with áll the dignity 
Which that term implies, and all the obligations which this new re- 
‘mtion impose, he aspires to the improvement and culture of all that 
I$ around him, andin turn to become a benefactor to society. 

! Land is worthless without the application of labor. Settlement 
nd cultivation, production and profit, is the true touch-stone by 
Which to ascertain the value ofland. The government has some 
urteen hundred milions ofacres, peopled by a few nomadic hordes 
$ savages, who, like the wild Tartar, scorning to till the earth, đe- 
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, lights in the chase and the cruelties of the wild foray. The hum of 
industry is unknown in this vast domain; all is solitude, and the 
beast and the savage hold undivided sway. Would it not be more 
becoming our condition—the wants of our citizens, and the highest 
hopes of the country, agricultural, manufacturing, and commercial, 
that this worthless territory should be opened to settlement and cul- 
tivation? Let the destitute in—let them have the soil—and by your 
policy bid them subdue the wilderness; establish highways; erect 
churches, school houses, and academies, and all these will stamp 
value, real and permanent upon your otherwise worthless territory. 
And when the West shall have been settled; when its facilities for 
transporting its produce to the markets of the world, shall have been 
increased; when its population shall have become sufficiently dense 
and compact to develope the capabilities of its soil for production, 
its wealth, refinement, and power will bea glorious counterpart of 
the opulence, intelligence, and civilization of the seaboard States. 

As a bonus for the public bounty, the daring pioneer encounters 
the dangers and difficulties incident to the settlement of a new coun- 
try ; he and his family undergo hardships and privations, and infuse 
the first dim light of order and civilization into the primeval wilds 
of the West. Such men should be encouraged and secured in the 
enjoyment of a little farm against all vicissitudes and in spite of all 
misfortune. In the opinion of your committee, the West is not to 
be the only beneficiary of a homestead policy; there are other and 
higher elements evolved in the consideration of this question. The 
seaboard States have large investments in commerce and manufac: 
tures, and thousands of their population derive their ‘subsistence 
from these branches ofindustry: and whilst this policy would open. 
and rapidly populate the West, it would opena large and profitable 
market for the manufactures of the East. And again, the trans. 
portation and exchanges of the vast produce of the West would 
give employment to commission houses, railroads, canals, and to 
your already large and increasing tonnage. The commercial, me- 
enanical, and manufacturing industry of the old States, will thrive 
in proportion of the advancement and production of the new.— 
Yourcommittee, then, apprehend no danger of such a policy oper- 
ating injuriously upon the various industrial pursuits of any portion 
of our Union ; on the contrary, they are satisfied that the production 
and wealth of the West will contribute to the advancement and 
properity of the whole confederacy. Ohio, Indiana, and all the 
States of the West have made, wonderful progress in population, 
and the accumulation ofall that makes commonwealths great, intel- 
ligent and opulent; whilst Massachusetts, New York, and the old 
States have been sharers of their thrift, and partakers of their for- 
tune. The granaries and raw produce of the former have enlarged and 
given an impetus to the ship yards and ship building, and quadrupled 
the tonnage and carrying trade of the latter. Consumption must 
necessarily, to a certain extent, depend upon production, and whilst 
the government pursues a policy which stints the toiling man and 
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his family, and withholds from him the means ofa liberal cohsump- 
tion, it freezes up,the very source of taxation, which.is consumption, 
itself Why not throw open this vast territory to destitute Ameri- 
can citizens, and let there be freedom of labor for all who may con- 
stitute the vanguard in the glorious work of reclaiming a wilderness, 
and spreading a network of popular institutions, and civilization?— 
Let labor be unfettered of rents to landlords and tribute to govern- 
ment; give to it the reward of its own hard earnings, and it will be 
enabled to purchase more of the luxuries of life, and contribute to 
swell therevenues of your country. 

Consumption being dependent upon production, the increase of 
the latter creates the ability to purchase a large amount of imported 
merchandise, and therefore, the augmentation of the former natural- 
ly enlarges the basis of your taxation. Such a policy, in the opin- 
ion of your committee, like blood in the physical system, would be 
sensibly felt throughout all the great arteries‘ and channels of trade, 
elevating and ennobling the citizen; and lending the prestige 
of strength and progress to the country. That such a policy would, 
to some extent, depopulate the old States, is not in the estimation 
of your committee, a very sound or plausible objection, because, 
whilst it would enable the homeless to open and improve a farm, 
and secure them a larger reward for their labor, it will be the means 
of enhancing the wages of the landless.whomay remain in the ald 
States. Ifthe laborer, by such removal, can get more of the necessaries 
and comforts of life, it not only benefits him, but he has contributed 
just so much to national wealth. The thrift of one is, inone sense, 
the ‘prosperity of the whole. ‘ ey 

But it may be farther urged that a homestead policy will virtual- 
ly destroy an important source of the Federal revenue by ‘opening 
the public lands, free of charge, to settlement, and that the neces- 
sary result would be an increase of the tariff upon imported gaods. 
“The Secretary of the Treasury in his report tothe 31st Congress, 
says, by the various acts of Congress appropriating the public lands 
to objects which withdrew them from ordinary 1evenue purposes, it 
is quite certain that for several years to come, the treasury must be 
mainly, if not entirely, dependent forits receipts upon duties levied 
upon foreign merchandise. The warrants yet to be presented un- 
der) theseacts will require 80,000,000 of acres, valued at ($ 100,000,- 
000 one hundred millions dollars. At the average of five millions 
of acres per annum, it will require sixteen years to absorb and sat- 
isfy the warrants yet to be issued,as estimated, under the several 
bounty land acts now in force.” These bounty land warrants in ad- 
dition to the heavy donations of swamp lands to the various States, 
in consideration of reclamation, together with the millions of acres 
that have been donated by Congress to various railroad companies, 
shut out the probability that the public lands can for a long period 
of years, bea source ofrevenue. The emigrant,instead of purchas- 
ing land from the Government, will purchase a land warrant and 
locate it upon the unappropriated land, for the very reason that he 
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can getit cheaper. The disposition ofthe publie lands is likely to 
bea vexed and complicated question, and your committee think it 
the best policy, of the Government to solve the difficult problem, by 
making the public lands free to every American citizen. As asource 
of revenue, the public lands have comparatively ceased. There are 
other competitors in the market who greatly undersell the Govern- | 
ment. Your committee arc of opinion that this policy would be 
consistent with public justice, and promotive of the general welfare, | 
and whilst it would yield the greatest practical good to the people, 
largely increase the revenue of the Government. Instead of its cut- 
ting off, it would enhance the means of administering the Govern- | 
ment, in its foreign and domestic affairs 

“The population of the West have contributed their equal share 
of taxation under our impost system. and for the land now occupied, 
they have paid a large proportion of our entire revenues, whilst but 
a small proportion has been expended among them. When, to the 
disadvantage of their situation in this respect, we add the conside- } 
ration that it is their labor alone which gives value to the public 
Jands, and that the old States arerelieved from the burdens of tax- 
ation, by enabling the great producing West to consume more for- | 
eign goods, and consequently to contribute to the aggregate reve- 
nue in proportion to her augmented consumption, it appears to your 
committee that justice and sound policy dictate that the publie 
lands should be thrown open to free ingress and settlement of 
American citizens. Every man, woman, and child, who may avail 
themselves of the public largess, derives, zpso facto, the ability to pay 
more revenue to the Government, than can ever be realized by sale 
of such lands to those who purchase and horde them for speculation 
and profit.” Your committee then wholy eschew the idea of settlers 
upon the public lands becoming alms people; on the contrary, they 
.become larger tax payers, and contribute their earnings to the gen- 
eral store of national thrift. The general principle of guid pro quo 
is clearly demonstrable, in the operations of such a policy. The 
Government dispenses its bounty, and reaps a rich harvest of prin- 
cipal and interest by increased production and consumption, Fixed 
and permanent upon his little farm, and encouraged by the general 
prosperity that rewards his industry, his energies, mental and phys- 
ical, rise above the tyranny of poverty and want. The mother may 
plant the favorite shrub, or twine the delicate vine as it gathers in 
festoons around the cottage door, with the knowledge that her chil- 
dren may pursue their childish gambols, “nor look with sorrow and 
regret for the last time upon the spot consecrated to the thrilling 
scenes and recollections of home.” Whatever may be their rela- 
tions of prosperity or penury, there is a mentor within that speaks 
of the endearments of “home,” and a talisman (homestead) without 
that frowns down despair. These adventurous pioneers become the 
great stays around which gather compact settlements, and extend 
the hand of generosity to those who come after them. Such men 
should be encouraged, and a homestead is but a partial requital for 
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the dangers they must risk, and the privations they must suffer, in 
subduing the forests and reclaiming a country of wild beasts and 
savages. : ; 

Aside from considerations of profit, both to Government and to 
individuals, which would flow from this policy, your committee would 
for a moment pause and survey its moral results upon your border 
population. Presuming to carry out the argument, that the emi- 
grant is fixed and identified with the soil; he feels that he has a 
common interest in all that looks to the development and honor of 
his country ; the feelings of his soul expand to a comprehension of 
the great obligations of man to society, and aspire to the moral and 
intellectual culture of his children. He feels that he is a peer of 
the commonwealth, and is sensitive to her interests and jealous of 
her honor. By the munificence of his country, independence has 
supplanted poverty, and an active patriotism -has supplanted the 
feelings of cold indifference. Whilst fulfilling a mission of peace, 
in the culture of his farm and in the society of his famity, he is ready 
at all times to obey the behests of his country. Chatham said “that 
the true strength and stamina of a country are to be looked for in 
the cultivators of the soil. Jn the simplicity of their lives is found 
the simpleness of virtue, the integrity and courage of freedom. 
These true, genuine sons of the soil are invincible.” This is but 
the truth of the history of the world. Wherever the fluttering en- 
sign leads, or the din of battle is fiercest, you find the sturdy yeo- 
man grappling with the enemies of his country. He stands against 
the inroads of the savage, and as the protector of your border šet- 
tlements as a wallof fire, and he asks but for the poor largess of a 
little home to feed and clothe hischildren. Justice, self-interest, the 
general welfare and patriotism all demand the bounty. 

The amendment offered to Resolution No. 56, has been considered 
by your Committee, and inasmuch as it looks to the welfare of Ten- 
nessee; we would be pleased to give to it the sanction of our appro- 
bation, if it did not, in our judgment, violate principle and estab- 
lish a bad precedent, A local policy, such as is contemplated in the. 
amendment, must become a national policy if the door is once 
opened. That policy would throw thirty-one land venders in ‘the 
market—create the most complicated and vexatious relations be- 
tween the States, and holdout larger inducements to monopoly and 
speculation in the public lands, than results from the present sys- 
tem. It would, perhaps, be a century before our State would dis- 
pose of such a donation, and the superintendence, survey, and man- 
agement of it within half of that period, would absorb the larger 
portion of its entire proceeds. “Your committee, therefore, recom- 
mend the rejection of the amendment, and commend to the favora- 
ble consideration and adoption by the Senate of resolution No. 56, 
with their preamble, with the exception of that portion which limits 
the sale to actual settlers, and in limited quantities, which your com- 
mittee recommend to be stricken out. 

If you would relieve the poor and unfortunate, and bring them to 
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the knowledge and sympathies of the world; if you would alle- 
viate suffering and distress ; if you would recall the vicious and the 
vile to the paths of rectitude and virtue; if you would increase the 
stock of national wealth and enhance your revenues; if you would 
disgorge your almhouses and houses of correction, and make 
the destitute wiser and better, then give them a home. Give 
them the means to elevate the moral and intellectual influences of 
the family fireside, and impress upon the soul the insignia of truth 
and virtue in all their glorious relations to God, to Government, and 
to society, and when you have done this, the noblest impulses and 
energies of these pioneers will be dedicated to the best end of so- 
ciety. Allof which is respectfully submitted.

Mr. Perkins, from the select committee, to which was referred the 
subject of procuring anew map of Tennessee, reported a bill, No. 
249, to procure a new map of the State of Tennessee ;

The select committee of the Senate, to whom was referred 
Senate’s bill, No. 177, entitled “ A bill to provide for building a 
Public Jail and Penitentiary in this State, and to aid in establishing 
asystem of Internal Improvements ;” have had the same under con- 
sideration and instruct me to report :—That owing to the press of 
public business in the Senate since the bill was referred to them, 
they have not had time to give the subject that careful examination 
which the importance of the objects of the bill would seem to de- 
mand. From the reflection which they have been able to bestow 
upon it, however, they have become satisfied that the project is en- 
tirely practicable, and only requires to be put in execution, to secure 
to the State many benefits and advantages, and they have reason 
to believe that in relieving the honest and industrious mechanics 
from an odious and degrading competition with convict labor—in 
developing the mineral resources of the commonwealth and in aid- 
ing the establishment of a system of Internal Improvement, upon a 
firm basis, by preserving the credit of the State--any expenditure 
required for the establishment and support of the institution, would, 
in a very few years, be amply and certainly repaid to the treasury. 

While the present Penitentiary system has failedin all the leading 
objects ofits creation, the manner in which it has been conducted 
has been made to operate injuriously upon the mechanical Interest 
of the country, and had your committee no other reason urging them 
to recommend the passage of this bill, but a desire to redress the 
wrongs of a class, so every way meritorious as the mechanics—this 
of itself, would be deemed sufficient. 

The language of Governor Johnson upon this subject in his late 
annual message to the Legislature, is so forcible, clear, and appro- 
priate, that your Committee hope they will be pardoned for adopt- 
ingit : 

“ The Penitentiary has been made practically a State Mechanie 
Institute, fostered and sustained by the treasury of the State and 
hrought into direct competition with the mechanics of the country, 
to the exrent of its entire operation. 

“ The State by its establishment and the passage of laws to sus- 
tain it, gathers from every county in the State all the incorrigible 
offenders who are known to the law, and after collecting them within 
the walls of the penitentiary, embarks in all the branches of mechan- 
ism, and openly enters the field of competition with the mechanics 
ofthe country. The mechanics outside of the penitentiary are re- 
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quired, by all the obligations of good citizens, in peace as well asin 
war, to submit to taxation to sustain the-government under which 
they live, and at the same time compete with the State in their 
own branches of- business. This policy of the State in carrying on 
the branches of mechanism, and the employment of all the felons of 
the country at them, has a direct tendency to degrade mechanics of 
the country as a body. Felon and mechanic, crime and mechanism, 
from their close association, become corresponding terms in the 
public mind. The felons after having served out their time, are 
turned loose upon the country to mix with the mechanics as best 
they may, and perchance to become inmates of their families, and 
companions in their shops. Is it right that this description of our 
population should be thrown upon and associaied with the honest 
and industrious mechanics of the State, either in person or profes- 
sion? There is an instinctive repugnance in the bosom of all hono- 
rable men, and it is reduced to practice by nearly all those who 
have charge of our cemeteries, by excluding the felon from being 
associated with us even in the grave. Ifit is degrading to be asso- 
ciated with a felon after we are dead, it must be much more so to be 
associated with him while we are living.” 
` The Governor says further : 

* In conclusion, upon this subject, I must be permitted to make 
one earnest appeal, and that is, for the Legislature to so direct the 
future management of the affairs of the penitentiary, by their legis- 
lation, as to protect this large and respectable portion of our fellow 
citizens from this degrading association and competition, by excelu- 
ding all the branches of mechanism from the penitentiary.” 

The bill under consideration expressly provides, that the convicts 
shall only be employed in suck labor as slaves usually perform in 
coal mines and iron manufacturing establishments—that no branch 
of mechanics shall be taught in the institution, and that no article 
except railroad iron shall be sold or offered for sale outside of the 
walls of the prison, and that no article shall be manufactured there 
except such as shall be intended for the use of the prisoners—thus 
affording redress of the just complaints of the mechanics, and making 
the labor oť the convicts available at once. There being no time 
lost in learning a trade, every able bodied convict, on the day he en- 
ters the institution, will be as well qualified to perform the service 
required of him, as those who may have served an apprenticeship 
of twenty years. ' 

Your committee are of the opinion that this is a very important 
consideration. It has long been the subject of complaint on the 
part of the agents or keepers, and .your committee consider it one ` 
of the most glaring defects intended to be remedied by a change of 
the labor in the prison,—that convicts placed in the institution for 
the shortest term, cost the State as much to deliver them there, as 
those put there for the longest; while the labor of the short-term 
convicts, is always unprofitable, and sometimes expensive: because, 
after having served an apprenticeship for a year or two, at some 
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useful trade, about the time their labor is becoming of some value 
to the State, their time expires, and they are dismissed from the 
institution. For the reasons above stated, and for others, nearly, if 
not equally important, your committee recommend that no branch 
of mechanism shall be taught in the penitentiary, and that the whole 
force of the institution be hereafter directed to the manufacture of 
railroad iron, as proposed in the bill 

From information, the safest and most reliable, that your com- 
mittee have been able to collect, the usual number of convicts, es- 
timated at two hundred and fifty, perfurming slave labor, with from 
thirty to forty workmen, or overseers, skilled in the manufacture of 
iron, it is estimated, that the institution could manufacture, on an 
average, at least twenty tons per day, or more than six thousand 
tons.-in a year of three hundred working days. 

This number of tons, if the T rail is used, will be sufficient to iron 
sixty miles of road, and if the U rail is used, the same quantity will 
iron seventy-five miles. 

After much reflection, your committee have come to the conclu- 
sion, that six thousand tons per annum would be sufficient to sup- 
ply the reasonable demands of all the companies engaged in the 
construction of such works; but should the supply be inadequate, 
and some companies have to wait a few months, the foreign mark- 
ets will still be open to them as heretofore ; but it is confidently be- 
lieved that the indycements offered to companies to purchase their 
iron at home, if accepted, will more than compensate them for any 
delay that may occur in obtaining the quantity necessary. 

At the ruling prices in the English and American markets, six 
thousand tons of railroad iron delivered in Tennessee, is worth four 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and the prospect for the future 
is decidedly in favor of the home manufacturer. 

Congress has recently refused to reduce the tariff, or extend time 
to the importer, for the payment of duties on railroad iron imported. 
This will operate against the importers, and in the same proportion 
it will aid the home manufacturer by excluding foreign competition, 
and thereby keeping up the price. Had we individual enterprise 
in Tennessee and capital sufficient to compete successfully in the 
manufacture of railroad iron, with foreign capital, and the pauper 
labor of Europe, your committee would not recommend that the 
State should enter the field against it: but it is a fact to be deplor- 
ed by every patriotic Tennessean, that, ever since embarking in 
the construction of railroads, we have been sending over to Eng- 
land for iron bars to be laid down through and over iron mines, and 
coal fields, richer by far, than any to be found in Queen Victuria’s 
extensive dominions. With an abundance of material, of a quality 
unsurpassed by any on the globe, and so convenient that, with one 
hand we may grasp the ore, and with the other the coal required to 
refine it; with the judicious protection offered by the liberal tariff 
policy of the General Government; with all the recent improve- 
ments in machinery, and with the labor of two hundred ‘and fifty or 
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three hundred hands, who cost us nothing but their clothing and 
food, may we not with confidence embark in the project, and under- 
take to supply our own enterprisng companies with the iron neces- 
sary for their raads ? Without considering the relief to mechanics 
before referred to, and estimating only.the amount of profits to be 
derived from the manufacture of railroad iron, it seems proper that 
the State Government (having the capital and labor at command, 
which individuals have not,) should set an example, worthy to be 
followed, in developing the mineral wealth of the State. 

At the last session of the General Assembly, the aid of the State 
was pledged to railroads to an amount not far short of ten millions 
of dollars. But few of the roads then chartered have yet been able. 
to bring themselves within the provisions of the law, and therefore 
only a small amount of bonds under that law has yet been issued ; 
but the amount issued, whatever it may be, so far as your commit- 
tee know or believe, has been sold abroad, and is now a debt out- 
standing against Tennessee. : No doubt a large amount of bonds 
will yet be issued under the Internal Improvement act of 1851—2, 
and your committee apprehend that, unless some plan is devised 
by which we can supply the demand for railroad iron, (for which 
these bonds are issued,) those to be issued hereafter will follow in 
the wake of their predecessors, and find a foreign market, It is 
true that the companies receiving the bonds are hable to the State 
for the payment of six per cent. interest on them; but should any 
company, from any unforeseen cause, fail to pay it, the State will 
have it to meet promptly and without fail, or permit her high char- 
acter and credit go down. 

It is a matter of little consequence to our argument whether the 
interest be paid by the companies themselves, or directly by the 
State. In either case the amount to be paid, must come from the 
hard earnings of the people. This enormous drain upon the indus- 
try of the State of six hundred thousand dollars, the annual interest 
on ten millions, must and will be felt by the laboring or producing 
classes, who constitute a majority of the country ; and should the 
bills that are now before-the General Assembly become the law, 
with a pledge of the aid of the State to companies of seven million 
dollars more, increasing the annual interest to be paid by this State 
to foreign governments, to over one million dollars, it must be se- 
verely felt by every citizen of Tennessee, whether the amount be 
raised by the companies, or by taxation. 

Your committee will not prophecy evil to their own loved State ; 
but, in justice to themselves, they must be permitted to observe, 
that an inordinate zeal in the cause of internal improvement may 
induce the Legislature to overstep the bounds of judicious discre- 
tion; in which case your committee fear that the result will: be re- 
pudiation and consequent dishonor. 

To avoid the danger of alarge foreign debt; to develop the min- 
eral resources of the commonwealth; to relieve the mechanics of 
the State from that odious convict competition so much complained 
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of by them, and to aid in the establishment of a system of internal 
improvement, your committee recommend the bill now before the 
Senate, or some other bill with similar provisions, be passed into a 
law. 

In addition tv the foregoing reasons for passing the bill under con- 
sideration, your committee beg leave further to suggest, that by the 
Internal Improvement act of 1851-2, section 5, companies are 
bound to deposite the interest on their bonds in the Bank of Ten- 
nessee, at Nashville, at least fifteen days before the interest be- 
comes due, and on default of the payment of interest, the State is 
to take possession of the whole road and all the assets thereof. 

This your committee consider a peculiar hardship upon a company 
honestly endeavoring to complete the second or third sections of 
their road; who, because they cannot complete the distance from 
one commercial point to another—may not be able to pay the in- 
terest on the bonds for ironing their first thirty miles. In such 
cases they would forfeit their road to the State, and it would be put 
nae the hands of a receiver until the interest, exchange, &c., should 

e paid. 

It will beseen by reference to the sixteenth section of the bill now 
under consideration, that such cases of peculiar hardship are pro- 
vided for, and the Governor is authorized, on certain conditions, to 
extend time to the companies to pay their interest, from year to 
year, until their whole road in Tennessee is completed. But this time 
can only be given upon such bonds as the Penitentiary may own, as 
the owners of bonds out of Tennessee will, no doubt, require prompt 
payment. It will, therefore, be to the interest of every company in 
‘Tennessee to buy their iron from the Penitentiary, because the State 
in that case, can grant the indulgence, which she could not do, were 
the bonds in the hands of foreigners. 

It may be well here to remark, and your committee only do go 
by way of stggestion,—that companies are chartered and make 
some propress in constracting their roads, thinking only of the inter- 
sal of the country or their section, without much regant to the im- 
jeediate pecuniary interest of their stockholders; they trust that ix 
dome the ie roada may be profitable. In such cascs, your committee 
Coieder that indulyence or chienzion of time te pay the jatercate 
weit Oa alk weer, bee pood poury on the part ad the Neate: and 
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matters, can only venture an opinion that the amount proposed in 
the bill would be sufficient, and with the aid of ag many convicts as 
could be advantageously employed upon it, they think the whole 
might be completed in a very short time. , 

Your committee are prepared to show from reliable data the fol- 
lowing facts : 

That convicts can ‘be fed and clothed, one year with another, at 
sixty dollars each—in the neighborhood ofa city ; and in the coun- 
py where provisions are generally cheaper, they may be kept for 
ess. 

We can also further show that persons not regular mechanics, 
but such as with a few years experience would be capable of over- 
seeing convicts and conducting a forge or coal mine, can be em- 
ployed at three hundred dollars per annum and possibly less. We 
presume that a principal manager could not be obtained for less 
than two thousand dollars or twenty-five hundred, and we estimate 
that the cost of assistant managers, clerks, guards, &c., &c., cannot 
possibly exceed ten thousand dollars. 

Your committee have made estimates, and have received infor~ 
mation and calculations from manufacturers of iron, and others upon 
whom they can rely, and they are satisfied that two hundred and 
fifty convicts with proper machinery, managed by thirty or forty 
hired workmen, can carry on aninstitution of this kind, and manu- 
facture twenty tons per day or over six thousand tons per annum. 

The annual earnings of the institution, would therefore amount 
at the present high price, to over four hundred.and fifty thousand 
dollars. 

Estimating the expense of carrying it on at forty thousand dol- 
lars a year, and deducting that sum from the proceeds of the labor, 
leaves a nett balance of four hundred and ten thousand dollars in 
favor of the Penitentiary. 

But supposing for argument, that the expenses were doubled, 
and the proceeds of the Jabor only one half of the above amount, we 
would still have the handsome sum of one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dollars per annum clear profit from the institution. 

After the State shall, by means of the penitentiary, become the 
owner of her own bonds, and shall be the recipient of the annual 
intereat from the railroad companies—-it scema to your committee

I feel profoundly grateful for the highly complimentary resolu- 
ion you have unanimously adopted.

nstant endeavor to demean myself in a manner satisfactory to 
he Senate, and to act with impartiality and promptitude. I thank 
ou, gentlemen ; notin the language merely of cold formality, but 
ith a full heart, for your untiring courtesy and forbearance amid all 
he conflicts of debate on this floor; and Iowe it more to that cour- 
eay and forbearance than to any merit of mine, that you have never 
ven appealed from a decision of the Chair, or embarrassed me in 
he discharge of my official duties.

Under a full conviction that a community is prosperous and happy 
in proportion to the standard of its moraland intellectual culture, 
and influenced, too, by the fact that our beautiful, yet complex sys- 
tem of government, exists by intelligent opinion, and should be un- 
derstood by those who have in their hands its destiny, you have 
provided a system of education which, though imperfect, will be the 
germ of a more perfect one hereafter. 

You have, ton, in obedience to the popular vote and previous legis- 
lation, provided laws for carrying into effect the elective Judiciary. 
which places the J.egislative, Executive and Judicial, the three De- 
partments of the Government, upon an equal basis, all dependent 
upon popular suffrage. 

The Institutions of Charity have not pleaded in vain for your 
bounty. The Blind and Dumb feel that they are not thrown with- 
out the pale of the enjoyment of life, and left to wander through a 
cold and cheerless existence. They have experienced your protect- 
ing care. The Insane, too, that portion of our fellow-beings who 
are visited with a still more dreadful calamity—a calamity sent by 
our Creator asif to teach man by what a frail tenure he holds his 
loftiest attribute—have been the recipients of your munificent lib- 
erality. l 

Cau, we are about to separate, and if the testimony of one 
who has been in a position to mark well your conduct, ‘can be of 
any service, I give it with my whole heart, as to your attention to 
duty, your untiring assiduity, and your courteous and gentlemanly 
demeanor amid the varied scenes of a protracted session. 

Gentlemen, we meet no more—the pleasant scenes we have passed 
through here—the delightful intercourse—the friendships formed—- 
will live alone in memory—but the remembrance will not fade 
away—we will cherish it—it will be dear to us—it will live in our 
hearts. 

You are about to return to your homes—you will there be cheered 
by the consciousness of having discharged a patriotic duty—by the 
welcome grasp of friendly hands—by the “eye that marks our com- 
ingand grows brighter when we come.” May your lives be fortu- 
nate and happy, and may every blessing of Heaven attend you, is 
the fervent wish of my heart. Ibid you farewell. It now remains 
for me only to perform the last act of my official duty, and I pro- 
nounce this Senate adjourned without day.
